CALIFORNIA. 


n a m e d fo r M u rd e r— T h e D e a th P e n a lly 
In M en d o cin o C o u n ty . 
U r ia h , October 14th.—Harvey Mortier 
was hanged to-day in the Court-house yard 
in Ukiah for the murder of Richard Mac- 
Pherson. Mortier was a half-breed Indian, 
aged 18 years, and this was his first offense, 
MacFherson was a young man, and the two 
had been intimate friends. 
Mortier a resent­ 
ment was aroused by a rumor traced to Mac- 
Pherson that he (Mortier) had been stealing. 
On the 25th of March, 1880, they met, bad 
some words, and Mortier shot him with a 
rifle. The wounded naan lived but a few 
miuutes. 
Counsel for the prisoner made 
great efforts to save him, but the Supreme 
Court refused a new trial. The Governor 
declined to commute the death penalty, 
and Mortier expiated his crime to-day. 
The condemned man made a statement of the 
facts on Wednesday. He confessed the jus­ 
tice of bis sentence, and deplored the evil as­ 
sociations that brought him to the gallows. 
No signs of fear have been apparent through­ 
out the ordeal. He has slept well and Lad a 
good appetite. 
Rev. Father Sheridan at­ 
tended to his spiritual needs. Sheriff Dono- 
boe stood guard over the prisoner Thursday 
night, and reports that Mortier slept from 11 
to 5 this morning and scarcely stirred. He 
awoke in a cheerful frame of mind. 
Father 
Sheridan administered the rites of the Cath­ 
olic 
Church 
to Mortier, who 
was in 
a hopeful mental state. 
He was recon­ 
ciled to his fate aB the penalty for his 
grave offense. 
About 9 o’clock he ate a 
hearty breakfast, consisting of a steak and 
onions, five hard-boiled eggs, boiled potatoes, 
bread and coffee. 
He then lit a cigar, and 
his spiritual adviser returned and remained 
with him till life was over. 
At 12:50 Sheriff 
Donohoe, accompanied by Sheriff Burnett, 
of L .ke 
county, Sheriff Dinwiddie, of 
Sonoma county, 
and 
Sheriff Mason, of 
Marin county, went to Mortier’s cell and 
read the death warrant. This proceeding 
occupied five minutes, and the prisoner en­ 
dured the ordeal without a tremor. 
He was 
then left with the priest. A t 1:05 the Sheriff 
summoned Mortier to the gallows. 
The 
prisoner walked calmly by the side of Father 
Sheridan, who continued with him, directing 
his thoughts to the future. 
As he passed the 
Sheriff’s office he addressed Under Sheriff 
Sewell with “ A thousand thanks for kind­ 
nesses,” and walked on. 
He mounted the 
steps to the scaffold and took his place on the 
drop with a steady step and unbleached face. 
After a short prayer, the Sheriff asked if he 
had anything to say. Mortier said no. and 
the straps were then adjusted, the cap fixed, 
the rope placed, and at two minutes past 1 
the drop fell. The body remained suspended 
twenty-three minutes, when it was taken 
down. 
Drs. Robinson and Dozier examined 
the body, and found that the neck was dis­ 
located. The pulse ceased iu three minutes. 
The prisoner’s bearing was manful through­ 
out, and he carried out his promise to the 
Sheriff that he should not hang a coward. 


T he q u e s tio n of M ileage O p in io n o f **■? 
A tto rn ey -G e n eral. 
Stockton, October 14th.—The opinion of 
Attorney-General H art in the mileage case of 
Dr. Harvey, ono of the Directors of the 
State Insane Asylum, after quoting the law, 
concludes a3 follows : “ Residence, as used 
in Section 266 of the Political Code, is not 
defined to mean the county seat, and if the 
Legislature had intended that mileage should 
be charged from the county seat it is to be 
assumed that it would have so declared. 
Iu 
other words, it is not to be assumed that 
when the Legislature uses the term residence, 
it means connty seat, or vice versa. The 
provision for a certain rate of mileage for the 
purpose of meeting the expenses of mem­ 
bers of 
the 
Board 
must 
have 
been 
the result of a computation as to the 
actual expense 
per mile 
for traveling, 
and the 
clear 
object 
and 
intent 
of 
the lawmaker was to pay ten cents per 
mile for each mile necessarily traveled. The 
means adopted for the accomplishment of 
that purpose, that is, the computation of 
mileage from the residence, was the one 
which, in the legislative mind, was deemed 
to approach moat nearly to an accurate esti­ 
mate of the actual number of miles which 
each member would necessarily have to 
travel. It is my opinion, therefore, that 
members of the Board should be allowed 
mileage only from their respective residences. 
As to the charges of corruption made against 
Dr. Harvey, I feel constrained to say that, 
after a careful examination of the papers 
submitted, as well as the charges, I find noth­ 
ing to raise even the shadow of a suspicicn. 
119 has acted in accordance with a custom of 
the Legislature of long standing, and in ac­ 
cordance with his construction of an awk­ 
wardly-worded and ambiguous law, as to the 
meaning of which different minds may come 
to a different conclusion, and in so doing has 
committed, if anything, only an error. I ad­ 
vise that all money drawn for mileage in ex­ 
cess of ten cents per mile, computed from the 
residence of the Directors, be returned to the 
Treasury.”

exactly what the other claims for his. 
This is all well enough, as it shows that 
the several leading breeds possess some 
marked advantages, and no one will really 
fail in making a choice. 
W hen we had a 
chicken house we tried four or five kinds, 
but none of those at present so prominent. 
W e had the Spangled Hamburg, the Po­ 
land, the Game, the Black Spanish and 
the Dominique, the last named being the 
one preferred, and strongly recommended. 
There are several kinds of Dominiques— 
the small, the large double combed, and 
the medium-sized single-combed and yel­ 
low-legged. 
The latter were excellent 
layers, the egg being large and w h ite; 
they never flew over an ordinary-sized 
fence; were good sitters and m others; 
and as to beanty they were, and we may 
say are, unexcelled. 
Some of the later in­ 
troduced breeds may be b e tte r; but if we 
had again to choose we should still prefer 
the medium-sized, single-combed, yellow­ 
legged Dominique.

INHERITANCE. 


A gentleman, when a boy, had the skin 
of both thumbs badly cracked from expos­ 
ure to cold, combined with some skin dis­ 
ease. 
His thumbs swelled greatly, and 
remained in this state for a long time. 
W hen they healed they were misshapen, 
and the nails ever afterward were singu­ 
larly narrow, short and thick. 
This gen­ 
tleman had four children, of whom the 
eldest, Sarah, had both her thumbs and 
nails like her father’s ; the third child, 
also a daughter, had one thumb similarly 
deformed. 
The two other children, a boy 
and girl, were normal. 
The daughter, 
Sarah, had four children, of whom the 
eldest and the third, both daughters, had 
their two thumbs deformed ; the other two 
children, a boy and girl, were normal. 
The great-grandchildren of this gentleman 
were all normal. 
Mr. Bishop believes that 
the old gentleman was correct in attrib­ 
uting the state of his thumbs to cold, aided 
by skin disease, as he positively asserted 
that his thumbs were not originally mis­ 
shapen, and there was no record of any 
previous inherited tendency of the kind in 
bis family. 
He had six brothers and sis­ 
ters, who lived to have families, some of 
them very large families, and in none was 
there any trace of deformity in their 
thumbs. 
Several more or less closely 
analogous cases have been recorded; but 
until within a recent period every one nat­ 
urally felt much doubt whether the effects 
of a mutilation or injury were ever really 
inherited, as accidental coincidences would 
almost certainly occasionally occnr. 
The 
subject, however, now wears a totally dif­ 
ferent aspect, since Dr. Brown-Sequard’s 
famous experiments, proving that guinea- 
pigs of the next generation were affected 
by operations on certain nerves. 
Eugene 
Dupuy, of San Francisco, Cai., has like­ 
wise found, as he informs me, that with 
these animals “ lesions of nerve-trnnks are 
almost invariably transm itted.” 
For in­ 
stance, “ the effects of sections of the 
cervical sympathetic on the eyes are repro­ 
duced in the young, also epilepsy (as de­ 
scribed by my eminent friend and master, 
Dr. Brown-Sequard) when inducted by 
lesions of the sciatic nerve.” 
Mr. Dupuy 
has communicated to me a still more re­ 
markable case cf the transm itted effects on 
the brain from an injury to a nerve ; but I 
do not feel at liberty to give this case, as 
Mr. Dupuy in tends to pursue his researches, 
and will, as I hope, publish the results.— 
[Charles Darwin in Nature.

“ W ell,” he said, “ it’s the same thing. 
I will gladly tell yon the result of my 
studies upon the subject, for I fancy that I 
am even with science on this topic.

the time I was th irty I was threatened 
with a shiny pate. 
For some years I had 
taken arsenic internally, had used stim ulat­ 
ing washes and oily appliances, containing 
in one case corrossive sublimate and in 
the other quiniDe or tannin, but I dis­ 
covered 
no 
appreciable 
effect 
either 
upon the formation ot scales or the falling 
out of hair. 
Then I became excited over 
the discovery made by a French physician, 
which was to the effect th at a five per cent, 
solution of chloral hydrate was a sovereign 
remedy. 
I used the chloral wash assidu­ 
ously for about three months, but tbe diffi­ 
culty increased more than ever, and then I 
became disgusted with the various thera­ 
peutic measures which had been so highly 
lauded. 
N ext in H ebra’s classical treatise 
on 
diseases 
of 
the 
skin 
I 
came 
across 
an 
article 
by 
Kaposi 
on alo­ 
pecia. 
He recommended the use of an 
agent which, while mildly stimulating, re­ 
moved the scales and thoroughly cleansed 
the scalp. 
This agent is the Germen 
Schmierseife or soft soap, or the French 
savon vert, in an alcoholic solution. 
The 
soap is best known as tbe German green 
soap, and is now imported in large quanti­ 
ties. 
I t is made of sixteen parts of olive 
oil, six parts of caustic potash and water, 
and it is made green by adding indigo. 
The soap, which contains an excess of al­ 
kali, saponifies the fatty m atter of the 
sebaceous excretion, so th at it is easily re­ 
moved, 
The alcohol greatly assists this 
action and seems also to have an alterative 
action—if such an indefinite term is ex­ 
cusable—upou the glands. 
Although the 
formula is worth a fortune to a patent- 
medicine man, I will give it, and bald­ 
headed readers may get comfort out of it. 
Any druggist can compound it, and he 
ought not to charge over 25 cents for it. 
This is the formula : 
“ R. ssconis viridis (Germ.) alcoholis, of each two 
ounces; solve, filtra, el adde ol lavanduke g tt, *x 
XXV.” 
“ The soap has a disagreeable fishy odor, 
and the oil of lavender is added to cover it 
up. 
The preparation thus compounded 
has a rich orange or wine color, and a 
pleasant odor, to which the most fastidious 
will hardly object. 
Now, I don’t mean to 
say th at this is going to grow hair on a 
billiard ball. 
W here alopecia has lasted 
so long that the hair bnlbs have become 
atrophied, nothing will restore the hair on 
these spots, but we can save what remains. 
The preparation should 
be used as a 
shampoo every 
morning 
or 
evening, 
one 
or 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
at 
a 
time. 
Upon 
the 
addition 
of 
water, 
and sm art friction with the fingers, a 
copious lather is produced. 
After the 
shampooing process, which should last 
about five minutes, the soap must be 
washed out of the hair by a free use of 
warm or cold water, and the hair thor­ 
oughly dried by means of a gentle friction 
with a soft towel. 
The immediate effect 
experienced is a disagreeable tension of the 
scalp, as though it were stretched too 
tightly over the skull. 
To obviate this 
effect and keep the skin from getting too 
dry, vaseline should be used to anoint the 
scalp. 
“ After a daily use of the preparation 
for two or three weeks, the production of 
scales and the falling off of the hair will 
appear to have been markedly decreased. 
A t first the hair comeB ou: in greater quan­ 
tities than ever before, and this may alarm 
the p a tie n t; bHt this is due to the fact 
that a large number of hairs are dead and 
are only retained in their follicles by the 
plugging of the sheath with the accumu­ 
lated sebaceous matter. 
It is not neces­ 
sary, although it is more convenient, to 
cut the hair short during the treatm ent.” 
“ W ill anything restore the hair ?” 
“ I never found anything that will, and 
I have devoted years to the study of bald 
heads,”—[New York Sun. 


TALKING BIRDS. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


S P E C I A L TO T H E RE C ORD - U NI ON. 


Parrots, starlings and jackdaws are not 
the only birds tnat “ talk.” 
Birds not 
possessed of active power of melody are 
usually gifted with varied abilities of ar­ 
ticulation. 
A hooded crow, for instance, 
can produce an astonishing variety of com­ 
plex noises from his throat, and his talents 
only lack cultivation to enable him to give 
utterance to words, but his natural lan­ 
guage is the very reverse of melodious, 
and cannot in any sense be considered as a 
song. 
I have known a hooded crow to 
say “ p apa” with great correctness, and 
what is more remarkable, he iuvariably 
applied the name to its proper owner—not 
the hoodie’s papa but his master’s. 
The 
starling talks very roughly indeed to his 
fellows, but he is one of the best mimics 
we have, im itating the notes of other 
birds, and even the human voice, with 
great accuracy. 
Magpies also can be 
taught to articulate with a tolerable degree 
of accuracy. 
The mocking bird, too, so 
well known in some parts of the United 
States, has no natural melody of his own. 
but he contrives to copy, in a most fap.h- 
ful manner, the songs of nearly all his 
feathered neighbors. 
Curiously enough, 
the only cases I have known of talking 
canaries have occurred in the west of Eng­ 
land, but I am not able to draw any con­ 
clusion of value from that circumstance. 
I t may be a coincidence, or there may pos­ 
sibly be certain families settled in the west 
country, whose peculiar gift is to imitate, 
with a fair amount of accuracy, the vari­ 
ous intonations of the human voice. 
A 
canary, which was owned by a lady in 
Weston-super-Mare, was accustomed to 
hear its mistress, an invalid, say, on con­ 
clusion of its song : “ Oh, beauty ! beauty ! 
Sing th at over again!” 
These words the 
bird picked up, and was soon able to re­ 
peat, but its education made no further 
progress, and no additional words were 
acquired. 
The short sentence was never 
uttered, save after a brilliant burst of song. 
I t is wholly incorrect to suppose that no 
meaning is ever attached by talking birds 
to such words or short sentences as they 
may be able to pronounce. 
The well 
known case of tbe Edinburgh parrot, 
whose singular accomplishments have al­ 
ready been noticed in more than one peri­ 
odical, has settled the question once and 
forever. 
So far was this clever bird above 
“ mere parrot talk ” th at he rarely spoke a 
word th at had not direct relation to sur­ 
rounding objects or events. 
A strange dog 
introduced into the room was greeted with 
loud cries of “ P ut him o u t! P at him o u t! 
I ’m so frightened !” 
Clergymen attending 
his numerous levees were politely requested 
to “ Gie oot the Psalm !” and, as this by 
itself would savor somewhat of habitual 
irreverence on Poll’s part, it is only fair to 
add that he was very particular at meal 
times in telling the assembled family to 
“ Say grace first!” 


W riting to the London Times from H an­ 
over, a correspondent, describing the Ger­ 
man military maneuvers, says : Little, prob­ 
ably, did the French officers know, as they 
galloped up here and there, with a copious 
note book in a leather case at their side, to 
watch the 1 fleet of artillery fire, that the 
guns were served with powder captured in 
Metz and other arsenals during the cam­ 
paign which made Germany an empire and 
France a republic. 
Y et such, I was as­ 
sured by an artillery officer, was the fact. 
Of such powder there Is still great store in 
Germany, though it would only seem to be 
thought suitable 
the baser purpose of 
blank cartridges. 


T h e S itu a tio n a t W a s h ia g to n . 


W a s h in g t o n , October 14th.—The Presi­ 
dent has_determined that he trill not send in 
the nomination for his Cabinet until after the 
Yorktown celebration. 
He said to a Senator 
yesterday that he would be gratified if the 
Senate would not take an early st .p to ad­ 
journment. 
He added that of course he 
would have to go to Yorktown himself, and 
would be pleased to have all the Senate go. 
When asked further as to his wishes, he 
suggested that the Senate take a recess of 
several days to attend the Centennial acd to 
do honor to the French and Germen visitors. 
He added that he would not detain the Senate 
many days after his return from York­ 
town, 
as 
the 
original 
programme 
of 
the Government’s participation in the Cen­ 
tennial of honor to foreign visitors contem­ 
plated the present Cabinet, and was partly ar­ 
ranged by them. 
Therefore he wants to keep 
the Cabinet together until after the Centen­ 
nial. 
He will make his Cabinet appoint­ 
ments immediately after the Centennial, but 
the Senate will not adjourn sine die until 
abont the 25th. 
There 
is apparently a disappointment 
among the Democratic Senators at Senator 
Davis’ election. 
They gene: ally believed, up 
to tbe last moment, that he would not accept. 
They criticise him pretty stverely, sayiog 
that he has actually abandoned his much- 
boasted independent position. A Democratic 
Senator, who generally rf fleets his party sen­ 
timent, says: Judge Davis’ ambition was 
tempted by the possibility of reaching the 
Presidential chair, and that overcame his 
usually good judgment.

T ie Grange Reviving—P'iatlonD of the 
State Grange—W heat -Q row ert’ Asso­ 
ciation—The Win ier cam paign. 


Jmmediately foIlr,.wjng 
introduction of 
the Order of P a t ^ n(i 0f H usbandry and the 
establishment ¿if the State Grange in this 
State, the A- jf>ci».tion became very popular, 
and local or subordinate Granges were organ­ 
ized in al most every central farming locality. 
The m tjuibarshipran up to large figures, and 
enrbrr med a large share of the practical agri­ 
cult arista of the State, besides many others 
wh ,o had an interest in agriculture, but were 
e'agaged in many other occupations. 
I t was 
anticipated that the Order was going through 
•some magic speil, or some political or social 
influence, to confer great financial benefits on 
each and every member, and hence every 
eligible person was anxious to become a mem­ 
ber, and once a member was anxious of pro­ 
motion to some of the more im portant and 
controlling offices. 
The State GraDge at 
Stockton was a large and representative body 
of farmers from nearly every county in the 
State. 
There were many very intelligent 
persons in th at assembly who entertained 
broad views and sound opinions cf the aims 
and 
purposes of 
the Order, 
and who 
looked to the organization, 
not for im­ 
mediate 
personal 
or financial benefits, 
but as a means of disseminating among the 
farm ers of the State general information 
npon practical agriculture, of introducing 
greater sociability among their families, of 
leading to a better understanding of the busi­ 
ness relations and obligations existing and 
th a t ought to exist between the farmers as a 
class and the commicsion merchants and com­ 
mercial interests generally, and as a means of 
breaking the spell which political parties 
seemed to hold over the minds and actions of 
men, causing them to adhere to party and 
follow party leaders even when the party, and. 
leaders were plainly going counter to the best 
interests of the State and directly antago 
nizing the known interests of the producing 
classes. 
Snch men have appeared in every 
State Grange held annually since th at date, 
and have always been striving to so direct 
and shape the action of the Order as to attain 
its highest and best purposes—the Rocial and 
moral elevation of the farmers as a class, 
and the 
protection and 
advancement of 
their financial interests as a body, knowing 
full well that if the industry th at consti­ 
tuted the btd-rcck or foundation of all other 
industries was kept in a proper channel and 
was m ale to be generally prosperous, th at all 
other industries and the State a t large would 
be prosperous. 
There were other men who 
went into th at State meeting w ith equally 
good intentions and motives, but w ith less 
ability to generalize and reason correctly 
from general causes to general effects, but 
demanded immediate relief from local wrongs 
or special hardships which they were suffer­ 
ing, or fancied thev were suffering, from the 
commercial classes or from railroad or other 
corporations. 
This class of persona also 
looked to the ritual of the Association as an 
unbending law th at could in no instance be 
omitted or suspended or deviated from, and 
hence were prompted to raise numerous ques­ 
tions of order and practice, which had to be 
discu»sed and disposed of at the waste of time 
and expense of more real im portant business. 
Then there was another class of self-seekers 
who subordinated all other questions to self­ 
advancement, either in the Urder or in poli­ 
tics outside, and who weie bent cn all occa­ 
sions to m-»ke themselves conspicuous and 
officious. 
Then from the very fact that 
farmers had not been in the habit of meeting 
often, either socially or for business purposes, 
tilt re was a sort of shyness or distrust per­ 
vading the whole Order, and the best of mo­ 
tives were often misconstrued and distorted 
into evil or ambitious purposes. 
As is gen­ 
erally the case with new secret organizations, 
the members expected too ranch of the Order, 
and because their anticipations, however un­ 
reasonable, were not realized immediately, 
there developed a very general feeling of dis­ 
content and a disposition to depreciate the 
real good that was being accomplished. 
All these troubles th at were apparent in 
the State Grange, and had their influence 
against the Order as a whole, were to be found 
in each subordinate Grange, operating against 
the harmony and success of the Order in lo­ 
calities throughout the State. Thus immedi­ 
ately following the flood tide th at tilled 
the State with Granges and Grangers there 
came an ebb tide th at reduced the number of 
Granges and Grangers in the course of a few 
years very materially. B ut through all these 
obstacles, and notwithstanding all these dif­ 
ficulties, and many others not referred to, the 
principles and purposes of the Order have re­ 
mained unchanged and still remain to be the 
elevation ot the agricultural classes, intel­ 
lectually, socially and morally, and their ad­ 
vancement financially. 
In these objects a 
few good men and women in each locality, 
whether the local Grange has been disorgan­ 
ized or not, have worked with a steady, un­ 
wavering purpose, never desponding or losing 
faith in the fiaal trium ph of the Order or the 
accomplishment of its best objects. 
By de­ 
grees the really evil-disposed members, the 
self-seekers and adventurers of all kinds, have 
dropped out of the Order, and the charters 
of many local Granges have been surrendered, 
but the general cause has been steadily ad­ 
vancing. 
. Farm ers 
and 
tbeir 
families 
have 
become 
better 
acquainted 
with 
each 
other, 
their social 
relations 
and 
friendships have grown, 
and 
confidence 
has been strengthened between individuals 
and a broader and more enlightened opinion 
of the real benefits of the Order has attained. 
W ith these changes tor the better in the Order 
and in individual members, old subordinate 
Granges that had given up their charters 
have be^n reorganized, new Granges have 
been formed, and the membership has been 
m aterially increased throughout the State. 
As an evidence of these facts, and as a conse­ 
quence of these changes, the late State 
Grange held a t Santa Rosa wa3 n ext to the 
State Grange of 1874 at Stockton, the largest 
ever held in the State. 
From the, reports of 
it3 proceedings we have seSn we judge they 
were firm, conservat.ve and dignified through­ 
out. 
The platform or declaration of princi­ 
ples adopted is direct, concise aDd compre­ 
hensive, and evidently if carried out would 
benefit ail classes of the community, and 
redound to the beat interest of the whole 
State. 
They were adopted unanimously and 
are substantially as tollo ws : 1. Enforcement 
of the laws against pooling and combinations 
to control the m arket. 
2. Equitable taxa­ 
tion and retrenchm ent in all Government 
m atters. 
3. No discrimination on the public 
highways for or against any one. 
4. Laws 
to protect the people against corporations. 5. 
The public lands for the people, and should 
be held for actual settlement. 
6. Laws 
should restrict corporations and protect the 
masses. 
7. Laws against bribery and cor­ 
ruption in public offices should be enforced. 
8. TransportatbA companies should be forced 
to charge on uie basis of cost and risk in­ 
stead of what traffic will bear. 9. In favor 
of national postal telegraph. 
10. Land mo 
nopoly prevents settlement, and monopoly 
land-owner9 should be taxed the same as 
homestead settlers. 
11. Favor non-partisan­ 
ship in Grange matters. 
12. Every man to 
be required to use his property so as to injure 
no others, whether in farming or mining. 13. 
The Grange makes no war npon corporations, 
but against their aggression. 
14. The Gov­ 
ernment is bound to regulate railroads and 
telegraphs it charters in behalf of the people. 
15. There should be no dominant or privi­ 
leged classes. 
An 
additional 
resolution 
against the present system of hydraulic min­ 
ing was adopted. 
Aside from the thousands of local benefits 
th at are accruing to the farming communities 
from the influence of the Order, we may name 
as general and obvious beneSts the Grangers' 
Bank of San Francisco, composed and con­ 
trolled by Grangers. 
This bank has com­ 
pletely broken down the old plan of the other 
banks of discriminating against country securi­ 
ties iu the loan of money, both as to the rate 
per cent, and as to tbe amount cr value of the 
property pledged. 
I t has inaugurated the 
plan or system cf loaning money on wheat in 
country store-houses. and at lower rates than 
are charged in the cities. 
I t has inaugurated 
and carried out a plan of collecting ar.d dis­ 
seminating statistics of products for the ben­ 
efit of the farmers. 
I t has reduced the rate 
per cent, on all money loaned by introducing 
or bringing together the European capitalist 
and the California borrower, and establish­ 
ing confidential business relations between 
them. 
W e also name the Grangers’ business 
associations at San Francisco and other 
localities, as growing out of the Grange. 


These business associations have broken up 
the sharp practices of commission houses and 
produce 
brokers 
by 
which the farmers 
were 
so 
generally 
defrauded of 
their 
hard earned 
profits 
of 
production, 
and 
have rendered it possible for farmers to 
secure fair dealing in selling their produce 
and in buying supplies. 
We may also name 
the recently■ formed W heat Growers’Associa­ 
tion of California—an incorporated associa­ 
tion brought into existence by tiie continued 
high freights bet «ten California and Europe 
on wheat, but the objects of which are to 
concentrate information on the general sub­ 
jects of wheat production, the general demand 
and supply, tbe keeping down of freights to 
a fair figure, and such other m atters as may 
become of interest to the members of the 
association and wheat-growera generally. As 
above stated, the Grange of this State, and 
the institutions that have grown out of it, 
occupy an im portant and wide field of indus­ 
try, and they are calculated and prepared to 
wie’d a powerful influence on the material 
interests of the State. 


The Farm ers’ W inter Cam paign. 
As the winter approaches the farmers cf 
Northern Europe and the A tlantic States are 
preparing to go into camp and enjoy a season 
of comparative inactivity and leisure. 
Not 
so with the California farmer. 
W ith him 
the season for activity—the campaign for the 
coming year—is just opening. 
The wheat- 
growers’ seed time is at hand, and the suc­ 
cessful farmer knows “ th at as a man sows so 
he reaps.” The whole force of every wheat 
farm is brought out and prepared for duty 
in a long campaign of plowing, harrowing, 
seeding and 
covering 
grain. 
Upon the 
thoroughness with which this work is done 
depends the crop for the next summer. Next 
to harvest time the winter season with the 
wheat farmer is the busiest part of the year. 
The winter is also a busy Eeason with the 
grape-grower and wine-maker. 
The old vine­ 
yards are to be pruned and, if possible, 
flooded, to kill all insects and insect eggs that 
are liable to prey upon the vineB the coming 
season. 
If new vineyards are to be set out 
or old ones enlarged, this is also to be done in 
the winter. 
Toe ground is to be prepared, 
the cuttings got ready and planted, and the 
laud put in order for the coming spring. Tne 
nursery men throughout the State are also 
entering upon the campaign of the season— 
lifting and heeling in trees, preparing labels, 
and getting their Btock ready for orders. 
They have done with the year’d cultivation, and 
are now entering upon the harvest or clean­ 
ing up campaign. 
The fruit-growers also 
have an active winter’s campaign before 
them. 
Their old orchards want pruning and 
cleaning of insect pests, and the winter is 
the time to do this work. 
Let the knife and 
saw be used to lop off injured and super­ 
fluous branches, to clean out redunda it in­ 
side growth and to give symmetrical form to 
the trees generally, and then go after the 
codling moth, the scale bugs, the woolly 
aphis, the red spider, and any other insect 
pa.-t with which the orchard may be infested, 
and keep up the campaign till each and every 
enemy bites the du.it. 
Let not one escape. 
But the fruit-growers generally this winter 
are planning a campaign of bringing addi­ 
tional lands under cultivation, of setting of 
new orchards and making additions to eld 
ones. 
A nd 
in this 
connection various 
pians 
and 
suggestions 
are 
im portant. 
First, to select a location with proper protec­ 
tion from prevailing winds, with proper 
drainage and irrigation facilities, and then to 
put the soil iu good order deep down into the 
subsoil. 
Theu the next thing is to select the 
trees that have been grown clean or th at have 
been cleansed of insects, and plant them 
properly. 
Fruit-growers cannot be too care­ 
ful of all these operations, for upon judicious 
management in each depends future success. 
Indeed, the winter is an im portant season to 
farmers of all classes. 
The winter in Cali­ 
fornia is iu fact the spring, or corresponds to 
the spring in most other countries, and is em­ 
ployed tery busily by all culturista, and 
must be if they succeed on the farm.

Som ething About th e Seige. 
In view of the celebration now in progress 
on the V irginia peninsula, in honor of the 
centennial anniversary of the surrender of 
Lord Cornwallis, a brief sketch of the events 
of a hundred years ago that led to the decis­ 
ive battle which made us a nation is deemed 
timeiv, and will no doubt be fully appre 
dated by readers of the R e c o r d U n i o n . 
It 
must be assumed th at all our readers are 
familiar with the gebgraphy of the location 
and with the history of tne events of the 
revolution which led to the final triumph 
th at crowned the American and French 
armies with victory, and which both nations 
are to-day celebrating. 
Yorktown is situated upon the south side 
of the York river, near where the peninsula 
(between the York and Jam es rivers) is nar­ 
rowest, the width being about five miles. 
I t 
is about twelve miles from W illiamsburg, 
which is on the northwest and some fifteen 
miles from H am pton Roads and Old Point 
Comfort on the southeast. 
I t is a small place 
and possesses but little business importance 
I t is chiefly notable for two memorable 
seiges—th at under notice and one in 1862, 
during the war of the rebellion. 
The surrender of Cornwallis October 19, 
1781, marks the close of the American Revo­ 
lution, when our forefathers were declared to 
be, iu the estimation of the mother country, 
rebels. 
No incident of the weary struggle 
aroused such enthusiasm or so profoundly 
moved the civilized world. 
Yorktown was 
the 3cene of a crowning victory. 
As Mr. 
Johnston, the historical critic puts it, “ If 
Bunker H ill represents a resolution made to 
resist Parliam entary aggression to the end, 
Yorktown represents th at resolution kept.” 
In resisting the rebellion of the colonies 
England had two plans—one to crush it at 
the head, the other to cut it in two. 
Neither 
succeeded. 
The contest opened in 1775; 
heavy blows began to fall in 1766. 
In pur 
suance of its policy, orders were given in 1781 
to Lord Cornwallis, by Clinton, the British 
commander, to occupy a strong position in 
Virginia. 
H e settled down npon Yorktown 
with an army of over 7.000. I t was easily ac­ 
cessible by sea, and with Sir H enry Clinton at 
New York, E arl Charles Cornwallis at Y ork­ 
town, and ships of war on the coast to furnish 
support, the new plan of operations was 
deemed complete. 
The merits of this scheme 
have been discussed these hundred years. 


CORNWALLIS 
Himself said he was persuaded that until 
V irginia was reduced the King could not 
hold the nr are southern provinces, aad that 
when she yielded, they would fall without 
ranch difficulty. 
He believed too that Gen­ 
eral Phillips would effectively operate in the 
Chesapeake. 
Cornwallis marched from W il­ 
mington, N. C., April 
25th, arrived at 
Peter-d.urg. Va., May 20th, and effected a 
junction with Phillips. 
In Virginia he met 
.» new antagonist, the young M arquis de 
Lafayc 
, wr o came to America from France, 
and tendel* ! his services simply because he 
believe 1 the cr.lcnies to ba right in their 
struggle for liberty. 
Through his exertions 
America received the first aid extended by 
France, who sent Kochambeau at the head 
of a small but brilliant army. 
Lafayette 
was placed in 1780 at the heací of W ashing­ 
ton’s select body of troops, known as the 
Corps of Light Infantry. January, 1781. the 
British expedition under Arnold took Rich­ 
mond and fortified Portsmouth. 
W ashing­ 
ton at once set about by land and naval expedi­ 
tions to check the traitor’s progress, and to 
this end he placed Lafayette at the head, and 
persuaded Kochambeau to send French ships 
from Newport to blockade Arnold by sea, 
but the French fleet was defeated and re­ 
turned. 
Lafayette had left Annapolis to re- 
connoiter Arnold’s position, but on failure of 
the naval scheme returned to rejoin W ash­ 
ington, but en route was ordered to return 
and aid General Greene. 
He told his men 
he was going on a dangerous expedition, and 
if aDy feared to shara it he would relieve 
them a t once, bat 


NOT A MAN ABANDONED HIM . 
He tben had three veteran light infantry bat­ 
talions. April 29th, after forced marches, he 
reached Richmond just in advance of the 
enemy under 
Phillips, 
who retreated to 
Jamestown Island. 
Cornwallis proposed to 
unite with Phillips at Petersburg, and on the 
20th of M ay the junction was effected. 
Lafayette 
now 
assumed 
command 
to 
defend the State. 
He 
had not force 


sufficient to resist the British, a n d then be­ 
gan th at brilliant effort to concentrate troops 
in Virginia. 
Lafayette Bent to ail quarters 
for aid, and personally wrote to the famous 
rifleman, Daniel Morgan, to corae to his as­ 
sistance. 
Small bodies of troops began to 
come in. 
M ay *24:h he wrote to W ashington 
th at he was not strong enough even to be 
beaten. He abandoned. Richmond and moved 
back toward Fredericksburg M ay 27th, in the 
face of a splendid body of the enemy. 
AU 
eyes now turned to the situation—all real­ 
ized th at a great hazard was about to be de­ 
cided. Cornwallis declared “ The boy cannot 
escape m e.” Lafayette was struggling to join 
W ayne, and Cornwallis was etriving to pre­ 
vent it. 
E arly in Ju n e the little Frenchman 
had retreated as far as the memorable “ W il­ 
derness,” and crossing the Rapi Jan twenty 
miles above Fredericksburg rested. 
Corn­ 
wallis’ advance aroused the people to a sen*e 
of their insecurity. 
I t is unnecessary to fol­ 
low the details of the m asterly manner in 
which Lafavette baffled the attem pts to drive 
him from Virginia. 
M ere reference to the 
facts wilt serve to recall to mind the familiar 
story of that 


W ONDERFUL CONTEST. 
June 7th W ayne and Lafayette united 
forces near Raccoon Ford on the R apidar, 
and then inarched against Cornwallis with all 
3peed. 
Meanwhile all Virginia was alarmed 
at the conquest Cornwallis was 
making. 
Richard H enry Lee besought W ashington to 
come to the South. 
Congress was urged to 
send him to save the Southern States. 
J e f­ 
ferson seconded the plea. 
A call was made 
for Greene to come to the rescue, but fie 
feared to leave South Carolina, where the 
enemy had just been rein fore id. W ashington 
at the far N orth confronting Clinton, Greene 
at the f ir South ; neither dired to leave, and 
Lafayette was left alone to defend Virginia. 
I t was a herculean task, but he m et it well, 
and the confidence reposed in him was not 
misplaced. 
I t is not too much to say that 
the fate of the Colonies was in his hand-'. 
June 15th Cornwallis faced eastward from 
E lk Hill, and moved back to Richmond. 
I t 
was the first ray of hope for ihe American 
arms. 
Lafayette followed, gaining strength 
daily. 
The 
British 
chief had 
turned 
back 
to 
the 
waters 
of 
the 
Chesa­ 
peake to aw ait orders front 
Clinton at 
New York, and to secure anJ keep intact 
his 
water 
communication 
with 
him. 
On the 19th Steuben j fined L ifayette. Corn 


too great. 
H e counted, too, on the arrival of 
the British ftoet to drive off De Grasse, of 
whose blockade he was now conscious. 
But 
the British fleet came n o t; misfortune over­ 
took i t ; dispatches went wrong, and when it 
finally got orders to stand off the Frenchmen, 
it was too late. 
The English fleet, however, 
m et the French ships September 5th. and an 
indecisive fight followed, but the English 
A dm iral found some of his ships badly dam­ 
aged, and withdrew to New York, leaving 
Do Grasso m aster of the Chasapéáhe. 
Most 
of W abington’s force was met at Annapolis 
by ships of De Grasse’s fleet on the 18th of 
September, and on the 26;h, all of W ashing­ 
ton’s, Rochambsan and Lafayette’s forces 
were united a t W illiamsburg. 
I t was 


A HAPFY EVENT. 
And tne patriots and their allies were greatly 
rejoiced and made their feelings joyfully 
manifest. 
I t was the greatest surprise of ad 
the revolution. Cornwallis in York-own, shut 
off on the sea side by De Grasse, his passage 
barred on the 
land side by tbe 
allies, 
Clinton at New York, 400 miles away, 
and left in 
the lurcli by W ashington’s 
splendid march. 
The recital of the story 
might well tie ended here. 
The result all Ihe 
world knows. 
Ou the 28 th of September the 
expectant tn o p s moved forward to the tri­ 
umph ready to th rir hand. 
W ashington or­ 
dered his troops, if the enemy came out to 
meet them, to rely principally upon the. bay­ 
onet, “ th at they may prove the vanity of the 
b >ast which the B ritish mak" of their pecu­ 
liar prowess in deciding battles with that 
weapon.” 
B ut Cornwallis did not offer to 
meet his enemy. 
H e had surrounded his po­ 
sition with earthworks. 
Of the ten redoubts 
in the line two covered the right, facing the 
W illiamsburg river road, three stood back of 
the town, three on the it ft looking down the 
river, and two to the left, disconnected and 
in advance. 
A projecting redoubt com­ 
manded the road to Hampton. In the four 
teen batteries on the line were 65 guns, none 
larger than 18-pounder. 
Cornwallis also had 
a line of outer works consisting of three 
redoubts in the gorge or throat i f land be­ 
tween Yorktown ravine and W ormley cieek. 
Trees were felled, “ fleches” thrown up, and 
batteries planted. 
In trenchments at Moore’s 
mill, at the head of W oim ley creek, and the 
“ Fusileers’ Redoubt,” on the bank of the 
York, completed the outer defenses. 
Oppo­ 
site the last name l redoubt the frigate Guad­ 
eloupe lay. for her guns io protect th at fl ink. 
wallis ¡eft Richmond on the 20th, and twenty I Opposite Yorktown, across the river, then a 
hours afterward Lafayette entered the city. 
Once Cornwallis turned to meet the French­ 
man. On the 20;h occurred the first skirmish. 
Maneuvers retrograde and many follower. 
Steadily Cornwallis withdrew from the heart 
of the State, hut he was not forced to retreat; 
other reasons than thneeof physical force urged 
it—iu truth the subjugation of V irginia had 
proved a vastly coBtly task, both in men aiid 
money, and called for a greater body than 
Cornwallis could rally. 
Meanwhile 


WASHINGTON 
Threatened Clinton at Ne w York, and the lat­ 
ter sent to Cornwallis for a part cf his troops. 
The latter obeyed and crossed the Jam es at 
Jamestown Island. 
Lafayette made a dash 
at 
this 
moment, 
but 
m et 
with 
a 
severe 
reverse at 
Green 
Spring, 
for 
which he was severely- criticised, but he 
lost nothing in reputation. 
Cornwallis was 
now fairly out of the body of the State, and 
crossed the Jam es to Cobham on the 7 th of 
July, while Lafayette returned to Malvern 
H ill on the ‘20th and rested. 
H e had doubts 
as to remaining, and wrote to W ashington, 
asking if Cornwallis left V irginia it he should 
not return to New York. 
Cornwallis’ move­ 
ments were now m atters of mere speculation. 
Suddenly, early in August, Cornwalli- re­ 
turned across the Jam es into the peninsula, 
and occupied Yorktown, the spot he was des- 
tiued to leave only as a prisoner of war. 
Clinton had suddenly decided not to withdraw 
his troops from the Cheeap- ake, though they 
were ready to sail for New Y ork, and left the 
whole f >tfs with the Earl, in all 7,U<)0 ra: k 
and file, w ith orders to occupy and f< rtify 
Old Point Comfort and Yorktown. 
Hfs en­ 
gineers reported against the former place, and 
hence he clustered his force at Yorktown and 
fortified it and Gloucester Point opposite, 
as the best available naval station. 
Four hundred miles to the north were 
W ashington and the French allies. 
W ash­ 
ington’s force was weak, ill clad and worse 
fed. 
Despondency seemed about to seize him 
for its own. 
He resolved to strike a t Clinton, 
in New York, in order to secure relief for 
Lafayette by forcing Clinton to recall troops 
from the Chesapeake; then, if all was favor­ 
able, and relying on the French naval force, 
perhaps a southward movement m ignt be 
made, 
De Grasse was coming from France 
with a powerful fleet, but as to his future 
movements W ashington had uo intim ation. 
H e wrote to the French M inister to urge De 
Grasse to co-operate at once on the coast in 
season to engage in the contemplated opera­ 
tions. 
A t the same time he roused the Gov­ 
ernors of New England t ” fill up their regi­ 
ments and be prepared to give him the aid of 
the militia at a week's notice. 
All tLis was 
five months before the surrender of Y ork­ 
town. 
On the 13ch of June W ashington 
heard, from R -chambean, that De Grasse 
would be on hand by midsummer. 
Now all 
movements hinged on th at expectation. 
A t 
the same time came the news of the move­ 
ments in Virginia, and th at Cornwallis had 
abandoned N orth Carolina and gone into the 
former State. 
This brought the two ends of 
the contest nearer together. 
The question 
now was how to relieve the South. 
The solu­ 
tion of this question is the 


GRANDEST PAGE 
In all our m ilitary history of the Revolution. 
In Ju n e word was sent by the frigate Con­ 
corde to De Grasse to enter the Chesapeake 
with his fleet, strike if occasion offered, and 
then sail to New York, to joiu in the attack 
on Clinton there. 
Ju ly 6th Rochambeau 
joined the Americans on the Hudson. 
July 
21st the reconnoissance in force of New York 
begun, and its seige, in fact, opened. August 
14th word came to W ashington th at De 
Grasse would enter Chesapeake Bay to aid 
operations there, and he wanted the land 
forces to meet and co-operate with him, as he 
must return to the W est Indies by the middle 
of October. 
H ere was a crisis—a new situa­ 
tion—and all things m ust be shaped to fit it. 
The seige of New Y crk was abandoned and 
the army on the Hudson in part removed to 
the head of E lk to be transferred to Virginia 
to co-operate with Lafavette and the force 
from the W est Indies. 
W ashington was not 
the mere creature of these circumstances ; 
he had long considered the possibility of 
Cornwallis being trapped in Virginia. 
He 
advised Lafayette to be ready for a move of 
the northern army to Virginia. 
H e saw the 
time had come, and the situation had formed 
he had considered as an alternative of all his 
plans. 
He was ripe for the occasion and 
ready for it. 
Then came 


THE GRANDEST MOVEMENT 
Of the campaign, the march from tho H ud­ 
son to the Y ork—to leave iu the face of a 
powerful enemy an established base, and 
enter a new field 400 miles away. 
Failure 
might re su lt; on the outcome rested tho des­ 
tiny of the States. 
The force for the South 
was the French 4,000 strong and 2,000 of the 
American army, leaving but 4,000 men on 
the Hudson and a smaller force on the Can­ 
ada frontier. 
August 19 sh the movement 
south began from Dobb’s Ferry, and came 
on the 25th to Chatham. 
The march looked 
like an attem pt upon Staten Island, or an 
effort to maet the French fleet; but on th8 
29th the columns headed for Princeton and 
XrantoD, and the push for the Chesapeake 
was no longer a secret. 
Tiie feint served its 
purpose—not a soldier had known of the real 
destination of the troops, and no deserter 
could carry 
the 
story 
to Ciinton, who 
was completely blinded as to the 
move­ 
ments of “ Mr. W ashington.” The Dele 
'a 
was crossed on the 1st, and P hila! 
'i 
reached on 
the 2d of September. 
Pro 
reception 
of 
W ashington 
and Koch in - 
beau and 
other 
troops 
was 
one 
of 
the 
most 
brilliant 
in 
the 
history of 
that city. 
All felt tb at a great cri-is was 
at hand. 
“ General W ashington and the 
arm y,” wrote Clajon, “ all gone to take 
Lord Cornwallis in his mouse trap .” A t 
Chester, on the 5th, W ashington received 
the news of De Grasse’s arrival in the Chesa­ 
peake. 
H e was overj iyed, and pushed on 
yet more rapidly. 
Meanwhile Lafayette, at 
H olt’s forge on the Pam unkey, heard of the 
approach of W ashington and Rochambeau, 
and exerted himself anew to encompass his 
enemy and prevent his retreat to Carolina. 
Cornwallis at this time had no idea of the 
approah of the allies, nor of the arrival at 
Ham pton R rads of De Grasse’s fleet, with 28 
sail of the line and the frigates. H ad the Earl 
realized bis danger he might have left Y ork­ 
town, have moved up the peninsula and have 
escaped into the Carolinas. 
To prevent that 
Lafayette and W ayne moved down the pe­ 
ninsula along the Pam unkey and the Janies 
at the same time to the same vicinity, and St. 
Simon was instructed on arrival of tbe fleet 
to move ths troops brought from the W est 
Indies to Jam estown Island. 
This junction 
was effected on th f 7th, and the whole force 
took np a position across the peninsula at 
W illiamsburg,1 


ONLY TWELVE MILES 
From Yorktown. 
Cornwallis was trapped. 
H e reconnoitered the position of Lafayette, 
and counted the hazard of breaking through 


mile wide, was Gloucester Point, also fortified 
by intrtnchm ents and batteries. 


THE BRITISH TROOPS 
Formed the elite of the K ing’s arm y in 
America, and yielded the palm to none. The 
allied forcea consisted of Contiuentals, mi­ 
litia and French auxiliaries. 
Ti e two former 
constituted the right, the latter the left wing. 
On the 29th of September skirmishing be­ 
gan ; on the 30;h the enemy abandoned 
their outer works and the allies occupied 
them. 
On 
that 
day 
Colonel 
Scain- 
metl, 
one 
of 
the 
heroes of Saratoga, 
fell. 
The first 
week 
in 
October was 
occupied in 
making 
g a b io E s, 
fascines, 
and stakes, surveying for nearer approach-s, 
and the bringing up of guns. 
Over 1.200 
men alone were engaged in gathering wicker 
material iu the woods. 
Absolute system was 
adopted and enforced, and every regulation 
was minnte and made clear to the men. The 
discipline was made rigid, the care of the 
heaitli cf the men beiog regarded as a pri.ne 
object, and orders were made that ever de­ 
serter found in the B ritish lines, should York 
fall, should be instantly hanged; and desertion 
ceased. 
The troops vied with each other in 
performance of duty and love cf danger. 
W ashington did not attem pt to reduce Glou­ 
cester Point, but guarded all approaches and 
cut r tf all opportunities for escape.

6th, in front of Yorktown, everything was 
ready for opening the regular approaches.

THE CONTINENTALS 
W ere almost strangers, and to them the oc­ 
casion was exciting from its novelty. 
The 
final advance upon Yorktown was made by 
parallels, end the nature of the ground con­ 
tracted the frunt of the allies and lessened 
their lab i-s. 
On the evening of the Oih the 
work began of running the parallels. 
The 
enemy neither saw nor heard w hat was going 
on un'.il daylight, when they saw the em­ 
bankment rising in their front. 
Fire wa3 
opened, and the .allies lost tw enty men 
killed (French). 
For ten days now, until the 
closing scene, the ti-ge was conducted with 
the greatest system and activity. 
Tne first 
Continental troops to occupy the trenches on 
the morning ot the 7th were Lafayette’s light 
infantry regiments. 
They w ent in with col­ 
ors flying and drums beating. 
The enemy 
responded w ith heavy shot. 
On the 9th the 
batteries were mounted. 
W ashington fired 
the first shot. 
When the investment began 


AN OLD SCOTCH LIEUTENANT 
In the British lines exclaimed : “ Come on, 
M sister W ashington. 
I ’m unco’ glad to see 
you. 
I ’ve been offered money for my com­ 
mission, but I could na think of gangin’home 
without a sight o’ ye.” Poor fellow 1 
I t is 
believed he was the first man who fell before 
th at shot by W ashington. 
M aj -r Cochrane, 
who came from Clin on with dispatches to 
Cornwallis dn the 10.ii, fired a cannon on the 
12th at the American troops, and while 
watching its effect his head was carried away 
by a ball lh at narrowly missed Cornwalii3, 
who 6tood at his side. 
On the 10th the 
“ Grand French B -tte ry ” opened. 
Lafay­ 
ette asked Governor Nelson at what house he 
should fire. 
“ There,” replied N elson; “ at 
th at house. 
I t is mine, and now th at the 
Secretary’s is nearly kn eked to pieces, it is 
the best one in towa. 
There you will be al­ 
most certain to find Lord Cornwallis and the 
British headquarters. 
Fire upon it, my dear 
Marquis, and never spare a particle of my 
property so long as it affords a comfort or 
shelter to the enemies of my country.” The 
British sunk vessels a t the anchorage. 
The 
Charon was tired by a French shot on the 
10th, and she and two transports burned. On 
the iltlr fifty-two pieces played on the town, 
and the British bad lost 100 men, 


THE FIRST GRAND ASSAULT 
W as made on the 14th. 
I t was in redoubt 
No 4, and it yielded, the Hessians throwing 
down their guns, and the French shouting 
“ Vive le Koi.” Deauxponts led the assault, 
and received the title of Chevalier in the 
M ilitary Order of St. Louis for his gal­ 
lantry. 
The same hour the Americans car­ 
ried another redoubt. No. 10, Alexander 
Ham ilton leading. 
W ashington grew enthu­ 
siastic over these successes. 
On the 16.h 
Cornwallis made a desperate effort to trans­ 
fer his troops to Gloucester Point, but a 
storm interposed and cheeked him. 
F urther 
resistance was useless. 
On the 17th a drum ­ 
mer appeared on the English parapets and 
beat a parley, and an officer raised a white 
flag. 
The officer, as tiring ceased, came out. 
was blindfolded and conducted to General 
W ashington, and stated the desire of Lord 
Cornwallis to surrender. 
W ashington sent 
him back to have terms proposed. They were 
sent,hut W ashington declared them unaccept­ 
able. He had no time to lose. 
Any moment 
the Brirish fl :et m ight return and draw off De 
Gras-e’s ships, and then the whole situation 
would change. 
So W ashington demanded 
the surrender of the British arm y as prisoners 
of war on the basis of the Charleston capitu­ 
lation of 1780. 
Cornwallis yielded on the 
night of the 17cb. 
On the 18th the Commis­ 
sioners met to settle the articles of capitula­ 
tion, Colonel Dundas and M ajor Ross for the 
British, and De Noailles and Lieutenant- 
Colone! Laurens for the allies. 
They met 
a t the Moore House, on the banks of the 
York, 
In th at 
very house the French 
visitors at Yorktown—descendants of the 
officers under Rochambeau and of the L a­ 
fayette family, will be quartered. 
About 11 
A . M ., October 19, 1781, 


THE ARTICLES WERE SIGNED 
‘ In the trenches.” and Cornwallis and his 
.rmy, which had been the scourge of the 
¡¿ m th for fourteen months, were prisoners of 
wai. 
A t noon Yorktown changed hands. 
A t 2 o’clock Cornwallis and his army marched 
out. 
The British were in new uniforms, and 
the display and ceremony were imposing. H ad 
the English colors been flying, the effect, says 
Johnston (who quotes Garden’s Anecdotes of 
the Revolution) “ would have been th at of a 
holiday parade. 
B ut tbeir colors were cased, 
and they were prohibited from playing either 
a French or an American tune. 
This was 
the return of a compliment—a piece of justi­ 
fiable as well as poetic retaliation on the part 
of the Americans for what the enemy were 
pleased to command when General Lincoln 
was compelled to surrender a t Charleston the 
year before. 
The m atter came up at the 
meeting of the Commissioners : 
“ This is a harsh article,” said Rose to 
Laurens. 
“ W hich article?” answered the latter. 
“ The troops shall march nnt, with 'colors 
cased, awl drams beating a British or a Ger­ 
man march." 
“ Ye3, sir,” returned Laurens, w ith a touch 
of sangfroid, “ it is a harsh article.” 
ln es, 
said Ross, “ if th at is your 
opinion, why is it here ?” 
W hereupon Laurens, who had been made 
prisoner at Charleston with Lincoln’s army, 
proceeded to remind Ross th at the Ameri­ 
cans on th at occasion had made a brave de-' 
fense, but were nngallantly refused any 
honors of surrender other than to march out j 


with colors cased and drums not beating a 
British or a German march. 
“ B at,” rejoined R ss, “ my Lord Cora* 
wallis did not command at Charleston.” 
‘ There, sir,” said Laurens, “ you extort 
another observation ; it is not the individual 
that is here considered; it is the nation, 
lu is remains an article, or I cease to be a 
Commissioner.” 
Nothing m re was to be said; the article 
stood, and the enemy marched out with 
colors cased, while the tune they chose to 
follow was an old Britiah march with the 
quite appropriate title of 
“ The 
W orld 
Turned Upside D >wu.” 
The French line presented a brilliant spec­ 
tacle, the Americans, w.ir-worn Continentals, 
were less attractive. 
Their drea: was poor at 
best, but for lack of show there was a soldierly 
bearing th at commanded attention. 
A t the 
head of the respe tive lines were the com­ 
manding Generals, nobly mounted—Washing- 
ton, Rochambeau, Lincoln, Lafayette. Steu­ 
ben, Knox, .and the rest. Leading'the British 
came General O’H ara instead of Cornwallis. 
The latter pleaded illness, but he rent his 
sword by O’Hara to be given up to W ashing­ 
ton. 
As O’Hara advai ced to the chief, 
he was referred to Lincoln, who, upon re­ 
ceiving the sword as a token of the enemy’s 
snbmii-sioo, immediately returned it to the 
British General, wh- se troops then marched 
betwee- the two tines to a fir Id on the right, 
where they grounded their arms. 
Iu tho 
field a rquadron 
of French hussars had 
formed a circle, ar.d within it each regim ent 
marched and deposited their arm*. 
There 
were sad hearts in ti e column. 
Tho Colonel 
of the Bayrenthian regiment, Von Seybothen, 
led his men into the circle and gave the com­ 
mands : “ Present arms ' 
Lay down arms ! 
P u t off swords and cartridge-boxes !” his 
cheeks wet with tears. 
A corporal in the 
Seventy-sixth feelingly clasped his m usket to 
his breast and then threw it down, with the 
words : “ May you never get eo good a mas­ 
te r!” 
W rites a Captain, “ W e marched out 
reluctantly enough.” 
After a few days rert the B riti-h were 
marched to the prison camps at W inchester, 
Virginia, 
and Frederick, M aryland, b u t 
Cornwallis and the chief i fficerr went to 
New York and w oe paroled. 
Both W ash­ 
ington and R ' chambean, however, for A v­ 
er..! days entertained their brave and callant 
foes at csnrp-dmners, a t which the English 
were honored guests, who no longer spoke of 
“ M r.” Washington, but addressed him as 
“ H is Excellency General W ashington.” The 
American army, about Noven.her 1st, took 
up the line of march for the Hudson. 
The 
French remained near Yorktown until the 
following spring, when they returned to 
Rhode Island. 
In December, 1782, they em­ 
barked at Boston for the Indies, after a stay 
in America of about two and a half years. 
There surrendered on the 19th of October, 
to \Y ashington, 7,248 soldiers and 840 seamen. 
The enemy lost iu the siege 156 killed and 326 
wounded. 
Fifiee i hundred were on the sick 
list as u ffit for duty at the time of the capitu­ 
lation. 
Twenty-four regimental standards 
were surrendered, of which eighteen wero 
German and six B ii'i b. 
There were turned 
over 244 pieces of artillery, 75 of which were 
brass. 
The American 1 ss during the sifge 
was 20 kilted and 56 wounded, and the French 
lop i 52 killed and 154 w ounded; while the 
allied forces had, on the 19th, 1,430 on the 
sick list. 
A ll through America the

FOURTH LETTER TO THE *• RECORD- 
UNION" FROM THE COUNCIL. 


The Tribute to Garfield—Christian Unity— 
The Last Day—Llitie Accomplished— 
No Organic Union—The Pastoral. 


London, September 21, 1 SSI. 
The last day of the Ecumenical Confer­ 
ence was the day following that on which 
President Garfield died, and the delegates, 
consequently, came to their work with sad 
hearts. The Local Committee had draped 
the platform in mourning, and the Presi­ 
dent for the day, Dr. Pope, of St. Johns, 
New Brunswick, showed a delicate sense 
of the fitness of things in the mournful 
turn he gave to the opening exercises. 
The scriptural lesson, a funeral selection 
from the Psalms, was read by Dr. J. M. 
Eeid, Missionary Secretary of the M. 
E. Church, who afterward led the 
Conference in 
an 
appropriate 
and 
very affecting prayer. Dr. Reid prayed, 
of course, for the afflicted family of the 
murdered President and for the nation so 
sadly bereft in his death. Ha was also 
thoughtful enough to make supplication 
for him who was to be Gaifield’s successor. 
Later iu the proceedings, when the resolu­ 
tion of condolence was offered, Dr. John 
P. Newman made further allusion to Presi­ 
dent Arthur, speaking of him as a man 
eminently qualified for the position he had 
to fill, and earnestly requesting for him a 
continued interest in the prayers of all 
good men. 
THE BRITISH TRIBUTE 
To General Garfield’s memory was made 
by Rev. E. E. Jenkins and William Ar­ 
thur, the latter of whom said that for 
eleven weeks the people of. Knglaud had 
been counting the pulse throbs of the dis­ 
tinguished sufferer, and now, because his 
heart beat no more, a strange hush and a 
deep sadness had settled upon their hearts. 
Canada's tribute was made in fitting terms 
by Dr. George Douglass, while the sorrow 
of the nation bereaved was feelingly voiced 
by Drs. Tiffany and McFerrin. The latter 
gentleman, being a Southerner, from Nash­ 
ville, spoke specially for the South. Iu 
that section, he said, there was only one 
sentiment—that of most profound regret 
and horror. During the progress of these 
memorial services all pr< sent were deeply- 
moved, and the scene thus presented of 
representatives from so many climes blend­ 
ing their tears and interchanging mutual 
expressions of condolence and sorrow over 
what had occurred, was a proof of the hold 
the dead President h^d gained on mankind, 
the most gratifying that could be imagined, 
and seemed to declare beyond a doubt that 
General Garfield was indeed a man whom 
the whole world delighted to honor, and 
in whose death the world at large had suf­ 
fered a great bereavement. The subject 
for discussion on this memorable last day 
was 
“ CHRISTIAN UNITY,” 
A theme which has been given this position 
on the programme in the hope, doubtless, 
that their association together in the pre­ 
vious eleven days would prepare the dele­ 
gates to discuss it with the requisite degree 
of feeling, aud there were some, probably, 
who even hoped that by this time the dif­ 
ferent parts of the Conference would be 
ready to blend into a common mass, aud to 
astonish the world by declaring for an or­ 
ganically united Methodism. There was 
method displayed also in the selection of 
the man to lead off in this theme, for who 
was more likely to speak strongly in favor 
of unity, or to possess the power to win 
others to his own way of thinking, than 
Dr. George, the one through whose genius 
aud energy mainly the Conference had been 
convened. But “ the best laid schemes of 
mice and men gang aft aglee,” and so it 
turned out in Ais instance. Eievcn days 
of association in debate, far from obliter­ 
ating the differences of the various bodies 
represented, or from rendering these less 
marked, had served rather to bring them 
out in bolder outline. The discussions had 
also shown how wedded each body was to 
its own 
_ 
PECULIARITIES, 
And had made it evident that, given a 
unanimous vote in favor of all becoming one, 
the difficult question still remaining to be 
settled would be which should be the one. 
As for Dr. George, if that gentleman had 
ever seriously expected anything tangible 
from the Conference in the line of organic 
union, his hope must have fallen many 
degrees by the time he stood up to read his 
essay, and it would be no surprise to your 
correspondent to learn that that document, 
as read, was considerably changed from 
what is was as first produced at long range 
in his study at Chicago. 
But the doctor 
came to his task quite bravely, and said 
some good things. The multiplication of 
sects, he affirmed, was the weak point in 
Protestantism, and especially in Method­ 
ism. A union of forces was necessary, be 
held, not only in foreign, but in home 
fields of labor, and in support of this 
proposition he instanced an American city, 
of not more than 10,000 inhabitants, in 
which he said there were five different 
Methodist Churches, with another under 
contemplation. These churches belonged 
respectively to the M. E. Church, the M. 
E. Church South, the Methodist Protest­ 
ants, the American Wesleyans, the Free 
Methodists ami the United Brethren. Dr. 
George pointed with pride and joy to recent 
unions of Methodist bodies in Ireland and 
Canada, and ventured to express the hope 
that this union spirit would spread until 
England and the United States should wit­ 
ness similar amalgamations. Meanwhile the 
Methodist bodies of the world, he said, 
should enter into a supreme council, con­ 
stituted similarly to the present Ecumeni­ 
cal, to meet at occasional intervals, for the 
purpose of giving general direction to the 
work being done, and of arbitrating what­ 
ever differences might arise. 
DISAGREEMENT. 
Dr. Crocker, of the Methodist New Con­ 
nection Church of Great Britain, who fol­ 
lowed Dr. George, waB less enthusiastic 
than that gentleman, and his remarks had 
much less point in them. Others who par­ 
ticipated in the debate were Dr. O. H. 
Tiffany, of Philadelphia, and Rev. Wm. 
Arthur, of London, each of whom ex- 
Íiressed the view that organic union would 
essen the power of Methodism by render­ 
ing her less free to 3dapt herself to those 
national and individual peculiarities which 
prevail in the world. Dr. Arthur’s re­ 
marks are always characterized by breadth 
and vigor, and. in speaking of the probable 
results of the Conference, he observed that 
those who should say that it had accom­ 
plished no good would be as foolish as 
those who should go to the engine room of 
a great factory and say that nothing was 
being accomplished there. “ As a matter 
of fact,” said Mr. Arthur, “ everything is 
being accomplished in that engine room, 
for there is generated the power which sets 
the machinery in motion, just as in this 
conference power has been generated which 
will give a new impetus to the machinery 
of Methodism, and made her increasingly 
etficient in carrying the Gospel to the 
world.” 
An interesting feature of the exercises of 
this closing day was the reading by Bishop 
Peck of the address promulgated by the 
conference—a kind of pastoral letter ad­ 
dressed to all Methodists, regardless of de­ 
nomination, and supposed to contain 
THE HIGHEST WISDOM 
Of Methodism, as well on all the great 
moral and social questions of the day, as in 
regard to church matters and the things 
necessary to the well-being of the indi­ 
vidual Christians. This address was print­ 


ed by a committee consisting of one repre 
seatative from each of the twenty-five 
churches taking part in the Conference, 
and, so carefully had this address been 
prepared, that the Conference accepted it 
as being, with only a few slight alterations, 
just what was wanted, a confirmation, by 
the way, which, considering the talent 
there was in the body, and high estimate 
with such great men must each have put 
upon their own pet views and ideas, ought 
to give the document passage current 
wherever it circulates, and should lead 
every one to accept it without complaining. 
The address opened by congratulating 
Methodists everywhere that on all essen­ 
tial points the Conference had reached sub­ 
stantial agreement, and calls upon them to 
be known henceforth, in their spirit and 
work, if not in name, as one church. The 
importance of maintaining their peculiar 
means of grace is next insisted upon, and 
they are specially urged to resurrect and 
vivify the class meeting. In the matter of 
church dwellings, extravagance and dis­ 
play, with their accompanying evil of debt, 
are to be avoided, and everything possible 
is recommended to be done to attract and 
save the poor. 
THE CHURCH 
Is also to be made an attractive place for 
the young people, and its additional effi­ 
ciency in reaching these is to be promoted 
by a closer union between the church 
proper aud the Sabbath-school, the nur­ 
sery of the church. Methodists, it is fur­ 
ther urged, must throw the weight of their 
influence on the right side of all moral 
questions. They must contend earne.-tly 
for the Christian Sabbath, and mnst battle 
manfnlly against intemperance. 
On the 
last named point tin' address is very strong. 
This giant evil, it declares, will not yield 
to mild remedies, and Methodists, it con­ 
tinues, “ owe it to the memory of their 
great founder, to their own history and to 
the truth of religion, to stand in the front 
rank of those who are sworn to crush it to 
the earth.” 
This strong utterance in 
the address relieved the Conference from 
the necessity of passing any formal resolu­ 
tions on this subject So, at least, the 
Business Committee thought, and so they 
reported, but there are those who regard 
this as a dodging of the question for the 
purpose of letting off easily a branch of 
Methodism in Great Britain which, as pre­ 
viously intimated by your correspondent, 
has occupied hitherto a rather equivocal 
position in temperance matters. 
THE INTEREST 
Of this last day culminated at about half­ 
past 3 p. m ., when the prayer-meeting be­ 
gan which was to serve as a prelude to the 
farewell addresses. The gentlemen wt-.o 
led the devotions were Bishops Peck and 
Dickerson, 
Revs. 
Arthur, 
Douglass, 
Cocker and McFerrin, and S. D. Waddy, 
Q. C., and General Fiske. When Dr. Mc- 
Ferrin asked God to not be angry with the 
brethren for their mucn speaking, but to 
forgive them, he touched on a topic which 
produced a ready response among the re­ 
porters and audience, whatever its effect 
on the powers above. The closing ad­ 
dresses were made by Dr. Osborn, Presi­ 
dent of the British Wesleyan Conference, 
and Bishop Simpson. 
The Conference 
did not wish to hear Dr. Osborn, and the 
day before, on a square issue, had so voted. 
The reason for this was that he had taken 
little interest in the proceedings and ob­ 
viously was afflicted with a bad case of the 
sulks. So determined was the Conference 
on Monday not to give Dr. Osborn the 
platform that it even voted, as the only 
practical alternative, not to have any fare­ 
well addresses, and thus to gratify its de­ 
sire to administer chastisement to one who 
had made himself unpopular, was- will­ 
ing to even deprive itself of the pleasure 
of hearing Bishop Simpson. Sober second 
thought prevailed, however, and out of 
deference to his position and-to the wishes 
of some of the English brethren, he was 
allowed to speak. The result showed, too, 
how wise was this decision, for the doc­ 
tor’s address was really good, and it evi­ 
dently served the double purpose of enter­ 
taining the Conference aud putting in a 
good humor its hitherto somewhat dis­ 
gruntled author. The address of 
BISHOP .SIMPSON 
Was a fine effort and made a deep impres­ 
sion. Speaking of the good that would 
come out of the Conference he said that the 
holding of this world’s gathering would 
render possible, he believed, the holding of 
a Conference of the Methodist bodies of 
Great Britain, which previously, he thought, 
eould not have been; “ and,” he added, 
with a blending of sarcasm and humor, 
“ perhaps I may say the same for my own 
country.” 
Saturday and Monday, the two days 
preceding the last day, were occupied in 
the discussion of foreign missions, and this 
debate had a rather practical termination, 
for at its close resolutions were passed rec­ 
ommending the different Methodist bodies 
to conduct their foreign missionary' opera­ 
tions with greater regard than has been 
shown hitherto for the twin principles of 
harmony and economy. Where two or 
more branches of the church are already- 
working side by side they are to act, not as 
rivals, but as copartners, so to Bpeak ; and 
in cases where one chnrch is in the field 
and another contemplates entering it, there 
is to be friendly consultation on the sub­ 
ject, and that course is to be finally adopt­ 
ed which promises the greatest good to the 
general cause of ChristiaBity. 
THE NEXT ECUMENICAL 
Methodist Conference will be held in 1SS7, 
in the United States. New York will 
probably be the scene of the gathering, 
though it has been urgently asked for at 
L'misville, Ky. The latter city has some 
recommendations and some claims, per­ 
haps, for it is a sort of border city between 
North and South. Southern Methodists, 
it should be stated in this connection, have 
shown an interest in these ecumenical as­ 
semblings qnite equal to that taken by 
their brethren of the North. From them, 
indeed, in the Conference just closed, come 
more expressions favorable to organic union 
than from any other body, and, on the as­ 
sumption that these expressions correetly 
represent the general sentiment, and that 
this sentiment is sincerely reciprocated by 
the other body, it is really by no means 
impossible that these two great organiza­ 
tions, the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
will be the pioneers in this movement— 
the first two of the twenty-five bodies rep­ 
resented there to give practical expression 
to the idea which called this first Ecumen­ 
ical Conference together. The proceedings 
of the Conference, all essays, speeches, 
resolutions, etc., verbatim 
WILL BE PUBLISHED 
In book form, with a historical introduc­ 
tion by Rev. William Arthur. This book, 
owing to the generosity of a few gentle­ 
men in subscribing a thousand dollars to­ 
ward the first cost of bringing it out, will 
be pat on the market at a very low figure, 
75 cents being the price to delegates and 
SI 25 per copy to the general public. As 
a matter of historic interest I give the 
names in their order of those who on the 
successive days occupied the chair of the 
Conference.

MOEE WON DEES 


SEEN AT THE GREAT ELECTRICAL EX­ 
HIBITION, PARIS. 


The Strangest Things Imaginable Bone 
Through the Agency of 
Electricity. 


P a r is, September 18, 1581. 
The Palace de l’lndustrie is so con­ 
structed that there is a wide balcony in 
the interior extending around the entire 
bnilding, and it is from this point a most 
charming view is had of the exposition. 
On looking down one sees a vast sea of 
ilags belonging to nearly every civilized 
nation of the world ; some towering high 
above, and others lower down, so that 
there are mountains and valleys, all of vari- 
agated hues. The departments of the dif­ 
ferent nations are generally divided off by 
raiiings or separated by space; but there 
are quite a number which own Houses, or 
pavilions, constructed on the ground floor, 
very much as those erected on the 
Champs de Mars during the days of the 
grand International Exposition. 
Since 
there is more or less monotony in the ap­ 
pearance of machinery, in order 
TO FLATTER T1IE EYE, 
These Pavilions have been made perfect 
bijoux of architecture aud brightness. 
That -which is particularly beautiful is the 
one marked Roma, constructed with 
carved arches for doors and having on its 
walls the arms of Italy, its Hags and differ­ 
ent figures, all painted in bright colors aud 
gold. One entire side of the building is 
devoted to machinery, the different engines 
used for tl.e lights and other electric ma­ 
chines. Tney keep up a constant buzzing 
song, which is all the music heard; uuless a 
singer employs his voice before the phono­ 
graph for the benefit of an audience very 
much wrought by curiosity. Near these 
machines are stands where numerous arti­ 
cles of nickel are for sale, such as spoons, 
forks, shoe-buttoners and other objects. 
Boxes of pens are also offered to purchas­ 
ers, all of course made by electricity; 
they are the color of brass, coarse and fine, 
and are warranted to last eternally. Tnere 
is besides the pen and pencil-bolder, the 
pen to be used without ink and to be 
employed by merely dipping the pen into 
water. This one pen is guaranteed to last 
two months, when it can be replaced by 
another of the same kind, whose cost is 
only two sous. The pencil encased at the 
other end can be used as an ordinary pen­ 
cil, or if dipped into water will do the 
same service as the pen, and after rapidly 
writing down one’s impressions during the 
day, in the evening one needs but to 
moisten a piece of paper and place it over 
the pencil marks, when the writing be­ 
comes as indelible as ink, and the paper 
used takes the impression so as to serve as 
a copy. 
NEAR THESE STANDS 
May be seen the different sewing machines 
ail put in motion by means of an electric. 
wire being attached to the pedal ; there 
are, besides, in a row, other machines for 
fluting,“quilting, pleating and wood-carv­ 
ing, each one working under the super­ 
vision of the operator. 
This manner of 
wood-carving is very pretty and may be 
done by most anyone who is able to work 
a sewiug machine ; the wood which is gen­ 
erally pretty thin and soft is first traced 
with the desired pattern, and then placed 
under the miniature tile which takes the 
place of the needle, when pieces of the 
wood are so filed away that only a skeleton 
form remains. The pieces of wood are then 
fashioned into work-boxes for ladies’ 
toilettes, glove-boxes, and so on ; or are 
used to make fans and frames ; the pat­ 
terns are oftentimes flowers and leaves, 
which are afterwards painted in their 
natural hues, and which form exquisite 
picture frames. Near the center of the 
building may be seen a large basin of water, 
in which are numerous little boats in per­ 
petual motion, chasing each other around 
the circle like children playing at hide- 
and-seek. In the very center of the build­ 
ing is what is called the pitare, a very 
luminouselectric light placed at an elevation 
nearly reaching the ceiling and around 
which revolves a eircular machine com­ 
posed entirely of different colored glass, 
whose bright hues by the force of the light 
are thrown in every direction, producing a 
pleasing and gorgeous effect. At the foot 
of the pitare, surrounding its base, are 
flowers, plants and creeping vines, inter­ 
spersed with handsome statues used as 
fountains, and at whose feet or through 
whose mouths dash water into a large basin 
below. In this basin may be seen a skiff 
sufficiently large to hold two men, be­ 
sides the machinery necessary to propel it. 
Occasionally a man will enter it, and for 
the amusement of the crowd travel around 
the basin for quite a while, yet howsoever 
pleasing and simple tbia manner of navi­ 
gation may appear, it is not practicable, 
for the material used does not last over 
four hours, when it must be renewed— 
rather an inconvenience when on the high 
seas. 
A MINIATURE RAILROAD 
Is here exposed with its cars and entire 
apparatus as a demonstration of what 
electricity is to henceforth perform in this 
department, and it is all very pretty to 
look at, with its neatly laid rails and beauti­ 
fully finished cars. Near by is a late in­ 
vention of a French engineer, to lie used as 
a signal operator on railroad tracks. It 
seems that with this machine the collision 
of trains would be impossible. Recent 
nilroad catastrophies have called attention 
to a new electric break exposed at the 
Palais de ’llndustrie. ' Serious experi­ 
ments prove that an interval only of two 
hundred meters of unincumbered road is 
needed to stop a train going at the rapidity 
of a lightning express. Tne force neces­ 
sary to destroy the force of impulsion is 
borrowed from the swiftness of the train 
itself, and the stoppage in consequence 
takes place by a mechanical process, which 
may be called homeopathic. Of whatever 
term one wishes to make use, it is so 
powerful that a train going at the rapidity 
of SO kilometers is stopped after a distance 
of 200 meters only. This very important 
result is produced by means of a very 
small number of Daniel piles of sulphate 
of copper, whose action is regular, Bimple 
and perfectly secure. 
This system of 
ireak has been adopted by the Eastern 
Railroad Company. At one end of the ex­ 
position building are found the depot of 
cars, which by means of electricity carry 
passengers along the Champs Elysees to the 
Place de la Concorde and back for the sum 
of six sous. It does appear strange to 
see these cars move up and down the 
avenue without either horses or steam, 
only a small dark machine on a platform in 
front guarded by an engineer. The road 
followed could not be built and properly 
railed as are ordinary roads, for the Prefet 
de la Seine would not give his permission 
to having the avenue in any manner dis­ 
figured, and the directors of this new loco­ 
motion were obliged to have poles estab­ 
lished along the line, to which are attached 
the wires, which aid in giving the inven­ 
tion a more complicated appearance. Al­ 
though the distance is comparatively short, 
the train is called upon to do constant 
service, particularly in the evening, when 
hundreds of people stand in line and take 
their turn. 
ALL NATIONS 
Seem to have made pretty much the same 
progress with regard to inventions with 
electricity as motive power. It seems that 
the iron bands of railroads and the tele­ 
graph wires have produced a current 
throughout the world which have placed 
discoverers on an intellectual level, but 
whereas other countries have endeavored 
to apply this great force so as to produce 


material results as to man’s comfort, Rus­ 
sia has devoted herself to its application in 
an artistic line, and to the production of 
new and startling effects in the higher ait?. 
Their superiority in this line is quite man­ 
ifest at this exposition in the galvanism of 
copper and other metals. Certainly the 
most beautiful 
and 
original 
work 
is found in this department, which consists 
of shields and different has relief of re­ 
pousse work, galvanized with iron, and 
which renders these monotonous metal 
plates a cream-eolor and of a brilliancy 
resembling satin. Nothing more exquis­ 
itely beautiful can be imagined. This 
process has been discovered by a Russian 
gentleman who has established workshops 
at St. Petersburg, and he is destined to 
grow rich through his invention, for he 
constantly receives orders from the differ­ 
ent visitors who throng the exposition. 
This beautiful work in art will assuredly 
take an important place among productions 
of the kind, for its low price will soon 
place it within reach of the general public. 
In the Russian department may also be 
seen the natural hand of a child, galvan­ 
ized with copper, which is perfect in shape 
and replete with expression ; it is less 
ghastly in appearance than the hand gal­ 
vanized with silver, and appears but the 
creation of an artistic brain. In looking 
upon it I remembered a 
STRANGE AND MYSTERIOUS 
Statue exposed by a Russian artist at the 
grand International Exposition of 1S7S. 
One there entered in a noiseless manner a 
room a part, draped with curtains, where 
on a socle wa3 seen the reclining statue of 
a nude peasant woman—a peasant woman 
on account of her coarse features and the 
appearance of her hands and feet. The 
statue seemed the form of a living crea­ 
ture, and one could easily imagine 
that he could perceive the act of breath­ 
ing; besides, over the body was Been the 
chair tie pottle, as though the air pressing 
through the curtained doors had chilled 
the creature’s blood. It seems that the 
plaster had been molded over the human 
body, whieh process had cost the model 
her life, but as the woman had been con­ 
demned to death (very likely for taking 
part in some conspiracy), the circumstance 
was availed of by the artist, and the chair 
de piottle was the natural production of the 
suoden contact of the plaster with the 
skin. The Americans are accused of im­ 
agining many singular and unexpected 
inventions, but it must be acknow­ 
ledged that their brains seek less 
the fantastic than these strange Cos­ 
sacks, who have a peculiar way of mingling 
life and death. In the same collection 
where the child’s hand is exposed there are 
other objects on exhibition, some of them 
beautiful works of art, but among them is 
an old cap picked up out of the street, 
and which hangs upon a nail, iu appear­ 
ance a most respeetable copper cap, yet, 
when taken down, on the interior may be 
seen the grease aud dirt of at least three 
generations. Below the cap, on another 
nail, is a wooden shoe, a sabot, such as is 
worn throughout the provinces of France, 
which is also galvanized with copper. 
GREAT CROWDS 
Gather each evening at the exposition to 
hear the representations of the Grand 
Opera. They of course can be heard only 
three times a week, on the nights opera is 
given, and on those evenings the people 
collect at the door outside as early a3 7 
o’clock, although they are not allowed to 
enter uutil S. One is obliged after enter­ 
ing to fall in line and await his turn, re­ 
quiring a long time to reaching the hall iu 
whieh the telephone is placed, that many 
lose patience aud walk away, determined 
to attend on a less crowded night. Com­ 
munication has been established between 
the Palais de lTndustrie and the Theatre 
Francais, and also the Opera Comique, 
where representations are given every 
evening, so that the crowd having a 
choice, there will less waiting, worrying 
and fretting hereafter.

considerable difficulty in carrying the voice 
from the Theatre Francais, owing to tho 
fact that the footlights are oil lamps, 
which produce a smoke detrimental to the 
transportation of sounds, but the evil has 
been remedied through an invention of 
some sort, and persons can now enjoy 
Moliere’s verses without witnessing the 
gestures and physiognomy of the actor.

The process of com­ 
pressing is represented to be extremely in­ 
jurious to the cotton fibre, depriving it of 
some of its strength, as well as of its beauty 
and gloss. This fact seems likely to ex­ 
ercise a wide and permanent influence 
upon cotton manufacture. “As Virginia and 
Kentucky now export their tobacco mainly 
in manufactured form, and not in the leaf, 
green or dry, so,” says the Star, “ will the 
South in the future come to export her cot­ 
ton in the more valuable manufactured 
hape.” 


THE NEW ADMINISTRATION—MATTERS 
TO INTEREST THE PUBLIC. 


Lomethlng About the New Senators— 
jBurnsides’ Successor—The Mem­ 
ory of General Garfield. 


W a s h in g t o n, October C, 1SS1. 
W asbington keenly feels the thrill of a 
new Administration and an approaching 
session of the Senate. For so long a time 
we have had a death-iu-bfe sadness that it 
is a great relifef to have a ’live, red-blooded 
man once more at the helm. Mourn as we 
may, we cannot govern the country with a 
dead man’s name. Living issues need liv­ 
ing men. President Arthur is well liked 
by the public men who have thus far called 
upon him. A youngbut promising West­ 
ern Congressman, who had spent an hour 
with him by appointment last evening, 
came from his parlor speakiog heartily and 
hopefully of the new chief. Among other 
things he said : “ It is a comfort to have 
a man at the head who knows how city 
politics must be run. I began to tell him 
the liabilities and disabilities and probabili­ 
ties, etc., iu my district, and he held out 
his naud to me and said right away, ‘ I 
know just how it is. I’ve been there many 
a time myself. 
It takes good man­ 
agement to bring out the boys all right 
eveiy time.’ I do have hopes now,’’added 
the Congressman, “ that when we get 
the pins set up for a Republican vic­ 
tory in my city, the President wou’t knock 
them all over by some ‘personal’ appoint­ 
ment obnoxious to our people, as was the 
case under President Hayes, and as it 
began to he under General Garfield.” 
There is abundant material to interest 
our public now. The harmonious Conven­ 
tion of New York is all tho talk to day, 
the discomfiture of the stalwarts and the 
laurels won by Senator Warner Miiler in 
being made its temporary Cnairman, stand­ 
ing as he does, in the Senatorial shoes of 
its vanisüing “ stalwart,” Chairman Thos. 
C. Platt. Then there is the arrival at 
New York of the French visitors, descend­ 
ants of the gallant officers who fought with 
us in the revolution ; the National Exposi­ 
tion at Atlanta, the initiatory steps toward 
the trial of Guiteau, the approaching cen­ 
tennial at Yorktown, the opening of the 
Supreme Court for its winter session next 
Monday, and the Senate session at the same 
date. 
t h e h o te ls 
Have had a spasm of revarnishing, re­ 
painting and renewing generally. They 
have dispensed with mourning emblems, 
and are opening out in full blast. Wil­ 
lard’s reopened yesterday, after its long 
summer closing, with various desirable 
changes effected. Many Senators have 
signified their intention of taxing rooms 
there during the brief special session, 
among them General Miller, of your State. 
The Arlington is to be the headquarters of 
our French guests. The army and navy 
officers, with tlieir families, who have been 
away for the summer, are Hocking back 
into their old quarters at the Ebbitt and 
elsewhere. The diplomatic families, too, 
are gathering in for lueir winter residence. 
Since Sir Edward Tnornton has left us, 
to become Embassador at St. Peters­ 
burg, the deanship of the diplomatic 
corps devolves, by right of seniority 
of service, upon Mr. Elisha Aikn, a 
little elderly Maine man, who after a 
long residence at the Sandwich Islands was 
sent here to represent the Hawaiian Gov­ 
ernment. He is a widower. So, also, is 
Lord Lionel Sackville West, who sai¡3 for 
oui shores the 221 of this month as Min­ 
ister Plenipotentiary from England. It 
looks now as if we might have a reasonably 
gay winter, notwithstanding thelate gloom. 
As a people we are mercurial, we Ameri­ 
cans ; we have great recuperative energy. 
There will be many notable housebuilders 
the coming season. The two Senators 
Miller are counted among th» in ; also, Jus­ 
tice Stanley Matthews, Coni,res8maii Robe­ 
son, ex-Secretary of the Navy, and others— 
all at the west end of the city, towards 
Georgetown, which is now called West 
Washington. It is difficult to forecast 
what Secretary Blaine will do with his 
partly-finished $50,000 house. It would 
please very many of us if lie would occupy 
it himself as Secretary of State. For the 
time being General Butler’s house uoes duty 
admirably as 
AN EXECUTIVE MANSION * 
While the White House is undergoing 
thorough repairs, and may not be reoccupied 
till January. We are to have new furniture 
there, in place of the tarnished, time- 
honored, bug-eaten upholstery that has 
done duty through bo many administra­ 
tions. The Garfield home on I street will 
be offered for sale. Senator Hale, who 
married the daughter of the late Senator 
Cnandler, has leased and will occupy the 
residence of Hon. Levi P. Morton, which 
was formerly the home of Congressman 
Hooper, Charles Sumner’s father in-law. 
Senator Sargent’s house is advertised for 
rental, furnished, as its present occupants, 
Mr. and Mrs. Hornsby, the latter of whom 
is an only daughter of Judge Jere Black, 
are about starting to Europe for a year’s 
absence. The city will thus be full of new 
social altars and new altar fires. One’s 
loves—yes, and animosities, too—very’ soon 
get old-fashioned and out of date here. 
There is no place where I have ever before 
so realized that “ the fashion of this world 
passeth away.” 
The death of General Bnrnside has made 
more than a transient ripple here, where 
he has served in the Senate so long. He 
will be greatly missed on its reassembling, 
although lie wa3 a character rather than a 
force. A man of physical comeliness and 
courage, of kindly, honorable purpose, he 
never seemed to realize the lack of strong 
intellectual power, and without it he kept 
afloat where profoundcr men have ship­ 
wrecked and sunk. A Providence lady 
who knew both the Rhode Island Senators 
well, and talked vivaciously regarding 
them, says it was always a treat to meet 
SENATOR BURNSIDE 
At a party ; that he would come up with 
that admirable deportment of his, which 
meant nothing in the world, jet was b o full 
of benignity, and gTasping cordially her 
hand, would say, “ How do you do ? Why, 
how do yoa do, my dew madam? How 
do you do ?” then saunter off to the next 
acquaintance, leaving her under the im­ 
pression that she had really had an excel­ 
lent talk with him. I would like, en 
passant, to give you a picture of the quaint 
old mansion where the party where I met 
her occurred—the residence of banker 
Middleton. Built a century ago on a 
sightly and commanding eminence about 
three miles from the city, it has been a 
notable retreat of statesmen and schemers 
of an elder day.

Garfield, the President, 
with his brief, troubled career, may’ be, 
will not leave a deep mark on his century ; 
but Garfield, the orator, the philosopher, 
toe martyr, will be one of the bright, im­ 
mortal names.

MYSTERIOUS 
MOVEMENT. 


A mysterious purchase of Confederate 
bonds is said to be going on all through 
the South. 
Some one is paying $25 a 
thousand for them, and there seems to be 
no difficulty in procuring them. 
No mo­ 
tive for this purchase has been suggested, 
and we infer from this that the omnis­ 
cience of onr friends the reporter has been 
at fault for once. 
The most plausible rev 
son we can think of is, the insanity of the 
person who is spending his money in this 
eccentric and unprofitable way. 
Nor does 
it require any knowledge of the purpose of 
this purchaser to reach the conclusion that 
the Confederate bonds will never again be 
-worth as much as he is now giving for 


them, 


It has been proposed, at the same time 
in England and this country, to stop gam­ 
bling in staples by legislation. 
The Liver­ 
pool cotton spinners have been trying to 
check the speculative tendency by the 
heroic remedy of closing their mills, while 
at Chicago the grain gamblers have been 
recommended to the Grand Jury as fit sub­ 
jects for indictment. 
There is of course 
no doubt about the extent of the evil 
which is done by the gigantic gambling 
operations of the present day. 
W hole 
crops are often made unprofitable to the 
producers by the speculations of middle­ 
men who have not one dollar invested. 
Production is not only robbed of its legiti­ 
mate earnings in this way, but the great 
public—the consumer—is forced to pay 
two or three prices. 
The artificial strin­ 
gency of the market has no other cause or 
effect than the enrichment of a compara­ 
tively few men, who are themselves non­ 
producers, and whose entire influence upon 
the market is prejudicial and sinister. 
Through the operations of this class manu­ 
facturers, after investing heavily in plant 
and raw material, have frequently been 
ruined, while the producers have practically 
become their slaves, and are obliged to 
look to them for information as to the 
future prices of corn and wheat. 
And 
everywhere theBe same gamblers have or­ 
ganized in the great cities, and have seized 
upon the principal productions of the 
locality, whatever it may be. 
In San 
Francisco they have well earned the op­ 
probrium of public plunderers, and it is a 
‘notorious fact that there have been scores 
of greater scoundrels in the Stock Boards 
than ever found their way to the Peniten­ 


tiary. 
But though the evil these men do is enor­ 
mous ; though they are pestilent vermin 
who suck the life blood of a community ; 
though it is impossible to show that they 
effect any compensating good ; it is almost 
hopeless to think of getting rid of them. 
And the reason of this is that they cater 
to a general and in fact universal passion 
for gambling. 
Be it wheat or com or cot­ 
ton or mining stock, the public persist in 
supplying grist to the mills of the gam­ 
blers. 
If the latter had to depend upon 
their own resources they could not last a 
week, but they draw upon the greed and 
folly of the public, and their drafts are al­ 
ways honored. 
A t present we believe it 
would be utterly impossible to stop gam­ 
bling in staples by the law. 
When every­ 
body wants to do a thing, the law becomes 
powerless. 
In the South all attempts to 
check the barbarous practice of duelling 
have failed. 
In the ahot-gun regions of 
Mississippi it proved equally impossible to 
obtain convictions of men who had com­ 
mitted political outrages. 
Before the gen­ 
eral opinion of society the law is impotent, 
no matter how severe its provisions may be. 
In the case before us there íb no ground 
for supposing that a different result would 
be reached. 
The men who gamble in 
crops and mines are enabled to persist 
through the 
public sanction 
of 
their 
methods. 
The secret of this sanction is 
that nobody realizes the possibility that 
he himself may be injured. 
Everybody 
believes that he himself will be fortunate, 
and that the others will have to bear the 
burdens of the losses; and as everyone 
desires to be rich, and to be rich as rapidly 
as possible, the temptation of stock and 
grain gambling is irresistible. 
But this is 
not all. 
It is one of the most curious and 
humiliating traits of the average human 
character to gauge the morality and legiti­ 
macy of actions by the magnitude of the 
operation. 
A ll 
criminal legislation 
is 
based upon that peculiarity. 
Men pnu- 
ish only small wrongs. 
The legal maxim 
de m inim is non curat lex is as false as 
any legal sophism extant. 
It is the little 
evils which the law does care fo r ; the 
large ones it does not try to grapple. 
A 
man who steals a horse or breaks into a 
house or snatches a 
purse is 
tolerably 
sure to be sufficiently punished. 
But the 
man who plunges the whole community 
into affliction by putting up the price of 
grain, 
or who steals millions by some 
villainous manipulation of mining stocks, 
is not only not proceeded against, but is 
applauded and cheered by the public, and 
received everywhere as a “ very able man.” 
How many of our millionaires have ob­ 
tained their wealth through speculations 
which were knavish and immoral through­ 
out ? 
How many of them owe their social 
elevation to actions which if confined to 
a smaller area would have brought them to 
shame and disgrace ? 
It is the maguitude 
of the operations which dazzles the eyes of 
the public, and they are unable to see any­ 
thing wrong in the methods by which a 
great fortune is made. 
Nor is there any 
prospect of a change in this connection. 
Human nature develops very gradually. 
The great advances made during the last 
fifty years in the means of communication 
have thus far, it is to be feared, done more 
to fortify audacious and reckless gambling 
than to encourage sober industries. 
The 
products of the whole world are now 
known almost from hour 
to 
hour 
in 
the centers of commerce. 
Combinations 
can be made with a swiftness never before 
possible. 
And the mere fact that this en­ 
largement of the area of action makes the 
stakes played for larger than ever, assures 
the continuance of the speculation which 
produces such m isclA vous consequences. It 
is therefore in vain that attempts are made 
to check gambling of this kind by legisla­ 
tion. 
Experiments of that sort are pre­ 
destined to failure. 
U ntil the world has 
been elevated to the hight of extending 
the democratic principle to criminal ad­ 
ministration, it will be useless to think 
of reform in this direction. 
The gamblers 
will continue to gamble despite all pro­ 
tests and reproofs, and when they are 
successful, no matter by what flagitious 
means, they will be pardoned because of 
their snccess, and embraced becanse of 
their wealth. 


THE ARREST 
OF 
PARNELL. 


The arrest of Parnell appears to have 
thrown 
the 
Land League into convul­ 
sions, if we may judge from the perfectly 
frantic lncnbrations of the Secretary, who 
is so dreadfully bewildered as to compare 
the event to the capture of the Bastile. 
It 
has been obvious to all dispassionate ob­ 
servers of the state of Ireland for some 
time past, that the situation was being 
narrowed down to a dnel between the 
Government and the Land League. 
The 
arrival at that point appears now to have 
been recognized by the Government, and it 
has preceded * 0 strike the first blow. 
It 
is per:. _• 
c. ¿r t 
'-here cannot be two 


. governments in IrcLmd, and that the En­ 


glish Government cannot surrender to the 
Land League under any circumstances. 


But it has been beasted by the League 
leaders that they in reality governed the 
country, and that the laws of England 
were no 
longer obeyed. 
Now that is 
an impossible and intolerable 
state of 
things, and 
it 
has 
become 
inevitable 
that 
measures 
should 
be 
taken 
to 
end it. 
Parnell has undertaken to prevent 
the application of the L ind Act. 
He has 
through the League undertaken to bully 
and coerce the tenants into refusing to 
avail themselves of its benefits. 
To all 
practical intents he has thrust the League 
between the people and the Government, 
and declared his intention to oust the lat­ 
ter. 
The most liberal of Governments 
could not stand this. 
It had become abso­ 
lutely necessary to make it clear that Par­ 
nell and the Land League could not have 
their own way, and hence the arrest of 
Parnell. 
W hether this step is a wise one 
or not w ill depend upon the measures of 
which it form9 a part. 
It appears practi­ 
cally of little use to arrest Parnell while 
the whole machinery of the League i^ left 
in working, order. 
H is single arrest can 
only exasperate his friends, and stimulate 
them to further 
outrages. 
If it is in­ 
tended to force on a final contest with 
the 
League it must 
be 
attacked all 
along the line. 
Of course Parnell has 
no 
right whatever to 
protest 
against 
his arrest. 
W hen he deliberately under­ 
took to trample under foot the laws of the 
empire he exposed himself to just such 
consequences as this. 
N o Government 
•could endure supinely what he and his 
party have been urging and doing, without 
stultifying itself. 
As regards the effect of 
his imprisonment upon the League, we do 
not apprehend the general rebellion which 
its terribly excited Secretary seems to 
have in mind. 
Such a rising indeed would 
be at once fatal to the cause of the rebels, 
for they could expect nothing but swift 
overthrow, and their defeat would beyond 
question kill the whole movement. 
And 
we may be sure that the Government did 
not decide npon this step until it had 
ascertained 
pretty 
accurately 
how 
it 
would 
be 
received. 
There 
is 
rea­ 
son 
to 
believe 
that 
a 
large 
number 
if not a majority of the tenants ask noth­ 
ing better than fair play under the Land 
Act. 
But they are afraid to incur the en­ 
m ity of the League, and so they pretend 
uot to be satisfied. 
This class would be 
greatly relieved if the Government would 
break up the League, and so give them an 
excuse to follow the dictates of their own 
judgment. 
The truth is that Parnell and 
his lieutenants have never had a majority 
of the Irish people with them, but by es- 
stablishing a secret organization they have 
exercised terrorism over those who did not 
believe in their policy. 
If the Govern­ 
ment intends now to put an end to this 
business it will no doubt have a hard strug­ 
gle before it, but when once the back of 
the boycotters is broken there will be 
plenty of Irishmen on hand to give them 
the coup-de-grace.

INEQUALITY 
OF 
PUNISHMENT. 


Itocent Eastern dispatches contained two 
statements which furnish food for thought. 
Three youngjnen who were led by reading 


dime novels to rob a train were sentenced 
to seventy years imprisonment each. 
On 
the same day Dr. Buchanan was sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment and a fine of 
$1,000 for selling false medical diplomas. 
There is no room for doubt as to which of 
these crimes deserved the heavier penalty. 
The train-robbery was the first crime of the 
three defendants. 
It was after all a mere 
common robbery, and its ill effects began 
and ended there. 
But the man Buchanan 
had been engaged for tw enty years or more 
in selling false diplomas. 
That is to say, 
he had been supplying quacks and impos­ 
tors with the means of committing murder 
with impunity. 
It is impossible to trace 
the harm done by this old scoundrel. 
He 
has sent his false diplomas all over the 
country. 
H e has equipped ignorant knaves 
with the means of robbing and slaying the 
public. 
He has been instrumental in in­ 
creasing the already enormous evils of 
medical quackery. 
It is impossible to esti­ 
mate the guilt of auch a criminal, and 
it 
is 
clear 
that 
the 
only 
adequate 
penalty 
for 
such 
crimes 
would 
be 
ife 
imprisonment. 
For 
Dr. 
Buchanan 
is 
infinitely 
more 
than 
an 
ordinary 
murderer. 
He is himself by construction a 
wholesale assassin. Y et the Court thought 
a practically venial punishment sufficient 
for the occasion. 
The man íb understood 
to be wealthy. 
H is infamous business was 
a very profitable one. 
He will pay the 
fine of one thousand dollars without feeling 
it. 
And a year hence he will be liberated, 
free to resume his villainous practices, and 
encouraged to believe that the law has no 
terrors for such as he. 
On the other hand 
the foolish youths who robbed the train 
have been virtually punished more severely 
than if they had been murderers. 
They 
are sent to prison for terms equivalent to life 
sentences. 
They are doomed to a fate far 
worse than hanging. 
And yet the crime 
they committed was not an enormous one, 
and in fact not to be compared for atrocity 
to that which the hoary old rogue Buchanan 
practiced for near a life-tim e with impun­ 
ity. 
W hile punishments are so flagrantly 
unequal, and while the severity is so 
grossly disproportioned to the iniquity of 
the offenses, it cannot be wondered at if 
the people distrust the Courts, and regard 
the law as rather a hindrance than a help 
to civilization. 


SEQUENCES 
OF 
HERESY 
TRIALS. 


The Rock River Conference has formally 
expelled Dr. Thomas from the M ethodist 
Episcopal Church for heresy. 
This is only 
one of several heresy cases which have at­ 
tracted pnbiic attention of late. 
In all 
these cases, so far as we have seen, the 
accused minister has had the approval of 
his congregation, or of the majority of his 
congregation. 
And when the Churches 
have expelled them, they have fonnd no 
difficulty in getting independent Churches, 
to which they have been followed by their 
regular hearers. 
This is the significant 
point. 
The Churches may not be able to 
avoid convictions for heresy when the 
written tenets of the denominations have 
been certainly violated ; but when it is in 
evidence that the changes of doctrine intro­ 
duced by these preachers are approved by 
the lay members, 
and when it is seen 
that 
the 
tendency 
to 
break 
away 
from 
the 
rigid 
creed 
of 
the 
Cknrch 
becomes 
stronger 
continually, 
it shonld seem clear that the time has come 
to revise the schemes of belief which are 
thus notoriously ceasing to find acceptance 


among intelligent people. 
The fact that 
the heretical preachers of the present time 
are usually the most forcible thinkers and 
the most eloquent and fervent exhorters, is 
also significant. 
The Chnrches fonnded by 
preachers who have either 
thought it 
necessary to withdraw from their original 
communion, or have been 
expelled on 
charges of heresy, are avowedly the most 
intellectual in the country. 
They are also 
the most snccessfal, and it is therefore not 
to be doubted that they are most in har­ 
mony with the beliefs of the age. 
Popn­ 
lar opinion indeed appears to be quite out 
of sympathy with the cut-and-dried creeds 
for venturing outside of which the ablest 
preachers have been disciplined or ex­ 
pelled. 
And 
because 
this 
is 
so 
the 
result of 
these heresy trials is in every 
instance 
to 
weaken 
the 
Churches. 
Independent 
preachers 
are 
acquiring 
more influence through these proceedings. 
A trial for heresy may be said to secure 
a large income to the defendant in these 
days. 
The Churches obtain no real tri­ 
umph in such cases. 
They simply lose 
some of their most distinguished members. 
These are facts which cannot be gainsaid, 
and therefore it might be thought that the 
increase of 
heretical tendencies would 
before now have suggested an inquiry 
whether the catechisms and articles and 
creeds of many churches have uot been 
outgrown, and ought not to be revised 
and 
amended. 
For it really seems as 
thongh a persistent refusal to take any 
such view of the case must issue event­ 
ually in the desertion of the Churches by 
the people, and the establishment, w ith­ 
out any regard to the wishes of the 
ecclesiastical authorities, of independent 
and broadly liberal ones outside. 


CONSULAR REPORTS. 


There is issued monthly from the De­ 
partment of State at W ashington a thick 
pamphlet containing the reports of the 
Consuls of the United States on the com­ 
merce, manufactures, etc., of their Consular 
districts. 
That for August is before us, 
from advance sheets. 
The Department 
permits the Consuls the broadest liberty ; 
they may write of anything under the 
sun, if only they manage to localize it in 
some respect. 
They can romance, revel in 
poetry, advance theories, criticise the Gov­ 
ernments at will, be florid, w itty, dull, 
dry, or what they please, and the Depart­ 
ment sends all their matter to print. 
Some 
of the Consuls indulge to their heart’s 
content in the extent and character of their 
reports, one going so far as to sketch a 
pleasure trip along a Japanese coast. Many 
of the documents are extremely interest­ 
ing, while others are not worth the paper 
on which they were written. 
In the main, 
however, they are of much value, and the 
observations of our agents abroad recorded 
in these volumes should be more widely 
distributed among the people. 
The orders 
to the Consuls concerning these reports 
conclude with these 
italicized 
words : 
“ Bearing in mind, however, while giving 
“ yourselves the broadest field for the ac- 
‘ ‘ complishment of the work herein assigned 
“ yon, tkat your principal efforts must be 
“ directed to the introduction of Ameri- 
“ can 
trade 
into, 
and 
the 
enlarge- 
“ ment thereof in, your Eeveral districts.” 
The August issue is altogether too bulky 
too permit of liberal extracts in a single 
article, but a few notes will serve to show 
the charactor of the reports, and direct 
attention to some very valuable papers. 
Thus we learn that the financial condition 
of Liberia is bad, bnt w ill grow worse un­ 
til public morality shall be vitalized and 
official delinquency can bo punished. 
E vi­ 
dently the Liberian emigrants carried with 
them our vices, and forgot our virtues. 
Our trade with Liberia shows no increase. 
Onr commercial agent in Canada devotes 
his whole report to the “ Ontario Medical 
“ A ct,” which prevents 
any American 
graduate from experimenting upon Cana­ 
dians. 
Our Sonoran Consul reports the So­ 
nora 
Railroad 
as 
progressing 
rapidly, 
and 
a 
large 
influx 
of 
American 
capital 
looking 
for 
investment. 
From 
Buenos 
Ayre9 
comes 
the 
news 
that 
the postponed Continental Exposition will 
take place February 
15, 1SS2. 
Consul 
Bartlett at Guadalupe, after an elaborate 
tabular exhibit, concludes that our Gov­ 
ernment shonld not reduce the duties on 
sugars. 
The sugar-producers sell more to 
us of their own than they buy of our pro­ 
ducts, will always seek for the best prices, 
and at present for raw sugars the United 
States is their best market. 
W e learn 
that we are the best customer the province 
of Rio Grande Do Sul (Brazil) has for raw­ 
hides, we buying seven-tenths of all that 
product, as well as of horse-hair ; but Eng­ 
land carries off most of the bone-ash. Thus 
we take the hides and England the bones, 
and commercial 
honors are apparently 
easy. 
The Colombian Consul says onr 
brandies and wines are as good as any, but 
somehow our sales there are insignificant 
as compared to those of Europe, a fact he 
greatly deplores. 
The Venezuelan Consul 
says we could double our trade there if our 
merchants were not so recklessly careless 
about packing, and he adds : “ I am re- 
“ luctantly forced to admit that the United 
“ States holds no respectable commercial 
“ position on this great continent” (South 
America). 
This official statement, frank 
and 
to 
the 
point, 
shonld 
cause fur­ 
ther 
inquiry 
into 
the 
subject, 
and 
the 
application 
of 
possible 
remedies. 
From Asia Minor we learn that Tur­ 
key 
caught the contagion of “ Porko- 
phobia ” from France, and American hog 
products are there under both commercial 
and legal ban. 
This íb an exhibition of 
most extraordinary solicitude on the part 
of the Porte for his Christian subjects, for 
the Turk never touches “ the polluted” 
meat in any form. 
From Smyrna we learn 
that the locusts threaten Asia Minor with 
a famine, and on this statement onr pork 
exporters may find some sweet consolation. 
From Ceylon we hear of a greatly increased 
consumption of American goods, and the 
ontlook is that we w ill control the chief 
imports there. 
The Australasian colonies 
are urging npon the U uited States such a 
modification of the duties as to permit 
them to export wool to this country. They 
complain that it is nnjnst to compel them 
to market it in London, and send their 
gold to us for onr manufactories. 
Our 
Consul rather favors this admission of the 
best classes of N ew Zealand wool, and 
thinks the result would be an enlargement 
of trade between the two countries, bnt 
admits that an obstacle in the way is fonnd 
in the fact 
that we 
have no direct 
exchange with N ew Zealand. The merchant 
has to work all his exchanges for N ew 
York and San Francisco via London. 
To 


this he calls the attention of our bankers. 
It appears that a single firm in a single 
city of the United States ships $5,000,000 
worth annually of canned goods to Europe. 
The trade is so vast as to have awakened 
the 
jealousy 
of 
European 
dealers 
and 
canners, 
and 
hence, 
says 
Con­ 
sul 
Mason, 
of 
Basle, 
the 
war 
npon 
onr 
meat 
products, 
which 
now 
ex­ 
ceeds in vigor and feeling that recently 
made upon American pork. 
The German 
Society for the Protection of H ealth has 
fulminated a fearful document against our 
canners, and talk about the Texas cattle 
fever, lead in the cans, trichina, diseased 
meat, etc., but the Consul adds that our trade 
in this line marches on, although the Ger­ 
mans are going to extraordinary lengths in 
their warfare against it. 
Consul-General 
W eaver gives us the official census of the 


Austrian Empire, from which we learn 
that the Emperor rules over 37,741,413 
people, an increase of 2,000,000 since 1809. 
Consul-General Lee of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main at great length describes the police 
regulations in force in Germany to prevent 
adulteration of milk, and under which not 
only the milk, but the constitution of the 
cow is subject to rigid inspection. 
He 
thinks we can take a lesson on the subject 
from Germany. 
Consul Dubois, writing of 
crop prospects in northwestern Germany 
and 
Holland, 
after pointing 
out 
the 
(then) 
unfavorable 
outlook 
for 
farm­ 
ers 
there, 
says 
that 
with 
greatest 
nonchalance the consumers cry, “ W hat 
matters it, the American wheat is 15 per 
cent, cheaper than the home product, and 


2 0 per cent, better, and as there íb an 
abundance of 
it we do 
not 
see any 
possible 
chance 
of 
a 
famine.” 
This 
is 
certainly a 
contented 
and 
uncon­ 
cerned view, however cold-blooded the 
German farmer may consider it. 
Consul 
Crain devotes his report wholly to butter 
and cheese making in Italy ; Mr. Moran, 
to the census of P ortugal; Mr. Schuyler, 
to Roumanian imports ; Minister Foster, to 
banking institutions of R u ssia; Consul 
Marston, at Malaga, to American shipping 
and seamen, to Spanish custom-house reg­ 
ulations, the processes of the production of 
Malaga raisins, and the wines, vines, phil- 
loxera, lemons, oils and oranges of that 
sectio n ; Consul-General Heap treats of 
trade and the employment of capital in 
Turkey and her exports, in a document of 
great length and profound in terest; Mr. 
Comly, Minister to Honolulu, contributes 
a chapter on the trade and navigation of 
the Hawaiian Islands, and Vice-Consul 
H astings one on labor in the islands, and 
one on immigration and leprosy there. 
The few reports thus noted are sufficient to 
indicate the character of the consular pa­ 
pers and the efforts made by our State De­ 
partment to gather reliable information on 


topics of interest. 


WOLSELEY ON THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 


It is said that Sir Garnet W olseley has 
declared himself opposed to the construc­ 
tion of the Channel tunnel, on the ground 
that it would be a constant source of dan­ 
ger to England. 
This is not very clearly 
expressed, and therefore we may misappre­ 
hend Sir Garnet’s real cause of objection. 
The presumption, however, is that he 
thinks such a tunnel might be employed 
for the purpose of conveying an invading 
army, and this has the appearance of a 
very far-fetched, not to say fantastic idea. 
For if the Channel tunnel were built, it 
would of necessity be so small an affair as 
to be destructible with very little trouble. 
A single charge of dynamite exploded in 
the right place, in fact, would at any mo­ 
ment make it impossible to make use of 
the tunnel for hostile or other purposes. 
It would be much more easily guarded 
than a long coast line, and as a source of 
serious danger to England, from a military 
standpoint, it seems to have no status. 
If 
this is the mo9t important objection to the 
tunnel, the two countries might as well 
make up their minds to proceed with it. 


WHAT 
IS 
HE? 


The Republican Senators have got Bay­ 
ard out and Davis in, and after all their 
trouble it is impossible to perceive that 
they have gained anything, or improved 
the situation a particle. 
They have made 
a man President of the Senate who is 
neither fish, flesh nor good salt herring, as 
the saying goes. 
H e is not a Republican, 
he is not a Democrat, and he is not an In­ 
dependent. 
Nobody knows what he would 
do under any given political exigencies. 
Nobody can pretend to say that in the 
event of President Arthur’s death he would 
not be as likely to tnrn out a Democratic 
President as a Republican one. 
There is 
jnst a chance, it is true, and it is doubtless 
for the sake of this chance that the change 
has been made. 
In our opinion it was not 
worth making. 
Bayard is a man of far 
Ligher caliber than Davis, and in politics 
he has elear-ent convictions, and is not a 
weathercock like the Senator from Illinois. 
The Republican party has certainly not se­ 
cured a partisan victory in this matter, and 
we are afraid that it has done that of which 
it may hereafter have reason to repent. 


THE PENSION 
FRAUDS. 


It takes a government office a long time 
to find out that it is being made the vic­ 
tim of corrupt practices. 
This is preemi­ 
nently the case with the Pension Burean. 
W hen the bill was brought into Congress 
which entailed a probable expenditure of 
a hundred millions upon the country, its 
character suggested two important con­ 
siderations. 
One was that the bill would 
opeD the door to fraud on a large scale. 
The other was that it had been drawn with 
a distinct purpose of that kind in view. 
The press examined the bill ; discovered its 
d efects; and pointed them oat. 
Bat at 
that time—as indeed at all tim es—the two 
parties in Congress were engaged in a con­ 
test of demagogism. 
They were trying to 
see which could throw the largest tub to 
catch that innocent whale, the voter. And, 
therefore, when a bill was introduced pio- 
f easing to be in the interest of the soldiers of 
the rebellion, neither dared to attack or op­ 
pose it. The Democrats were afraid, because 
their consciences were not easy as to their 
own relation to the rebellion, and because 
they hoped to make some political capital 
by voting all these millions for the poor 
soldiers. 
The Republicans thought they 
could 
not 
afford 
to 
question 
the 
proposition, first, becanse they had 
a 
reputation for loyalty to keep up, and sec­ 
ond, because they knew the Democrats 
would take instant advantage of any hesi­ 
tation on their part. 
So the bill went 
through easily. 
But it was so evidently 
loose in its provisions, and offered such 
powerful temptation to impostors, that 


the press warned the Pension Bureau to 
watch its operation very closely. 
There 
happened to be an honest man in the 
office of Commissioner of Pensions. 
H is 
name was Bennett. 
H e did watch the 
operation of the new law, and he satisfied 
himself that the most extensive and im­ 
pudent robbery of the Government was 
carried on nnder it. 
H e became convinced 
eventually that fiom tw enty to forty per 
cent, of the pensions granted under it 
w ere fraudulently obtained, and having 
assured himself of the facts he Btated 
them boldly in his annual report. 
N ow 
here was an opportunity for governmental 
activity. 
Of course, it may be thought, 
Commissioner 
Bennett 
was 
at 
once 
empowered 
to 
investigate 
the 
mat­ 
ter, and to prosecute the thieves. 
N oth­ 
ing of the kind. 
A ll that Commissioner 
Bennett got for his candor was an official 
snubbing. 
H e was in fact regarded as too 
zealous. 
And so the business of obtaining 
pensions fraudulently went on without let 
or hindrance until recently. 
And now 
another official has found that great frauds 
have been practiced, and it is intimated, 
through the active participation of govern­ 
ment officials. 
The law acted precisely as 
all intelligent observers expected it would 
act, and as they believed it was meant to 
act. 
Millions have been stolen under it. 
But thongh it was in the last degree de­ 
serving of suspicion from the beginning ; 
though suspicion ripened into certainty 
two years ago ; though the fact that steal­ 
ing was going on was formally announced 
in a government report ; up to the present 
moment nothing has been done either to 
stop the drain upon the treasury, or to dis­ 
cover and punish 
the 
thieves. 
And 
whether even now anything effectual is to 
be done, remains to be seen, for it certainly 
cannot be taken for granted by anyone 
acquainted with the history of the case. 


ALLEGED 
SLAVERY 
IN 
HAWAII. 


It is alleged, in a very circumstantial 
way, that human slavery is practiced in 
the Hawaiian Islands under the pretext of 
assisting immigration. 
It is said that the 
victim s are South Sea Islanders, Chinese 
and Portuguese ; that the native women 
are'sold into prostitution ; that the island­ 
ers cannot endure the mode of life, and die 
out rapidly ; that the Portuguese, though 
hardier, are failing from the Bame cause ; 
and that the Chinese alone are capable of 
bearing up. 
It is said that the people who 
make contracts to work on the islands are 
egregiously imposed upon as to the charac­ 
ter of the work ; that they are driven to 
work by regular slave-overseers, armed 
w ith whip, knife and pistol ; that these 
ruffians think nothing 
of 
shooting or 
stabbing any man who 
offends 
them. 
It 
is 
evident 
that 
slavery, 
under 
the 
guise of 
the 
contract system , is 
worse in many respects than the-downright 
old-fashioned method of bargain and sale. 
The contractor has no motive for sparing 
his employes, nor does he lose anything if 
they die on his hands. 
They are not his 
property, though he uses them as if they 
were. 
These statements however appear 
in so positive and specific a shape as to 
command public attention. 
It were better 
that the Sandwich Islands were sunk 
under the sea than 
that they should 
become the focus of a new slavery system. 
The United States cannot afford to permit 
such atrocities to continue. 
The victims 
of these brutal planters should be assisted. 
There have been many rumors of this 
character at intervals before, 
but none 
possessing so much particularity of state­ 
ment as this one. 
The case ought to b3 
looked into at once, and if the truth of the 
allegation is substantiated steps should be 
taken to stamp out the evil. 


VOTE 
FOR 
KNOX. 


W e hope Republicans generally will go 
to'the primary to-day, and vote for Knox 
for Second Trustee. 
The city needs a man 
of his judgment and experience in the office 
of Street Commissioner, and especially at 
the beginning of the winter season is his 
kind of knowledge valuable.

It is alleged that some other man, friend 
of General Grant, has a prior claim. 
It is 
to be hoped that none of the men who are 
engaged in this shameful quarrel over the 
grave of Garfield will be recognized by 
President Arthur. 
He cannot do better 
than reject all their claims and dirty 
wrangles together, as an emphatic ex­ 
pression of his view of the matter. 
W hen 
the greed of office-Beeking reaches such a 
point as this it onght to be checked by 
any means that come to hand. 


A P u zzled T o w n C o u n c il.—A resi­ 
dent of Grahamstown, South Africa, Mr. 
Abbott offered a little while ago to orna­ 
ment the walls of the Town Hall by 
placing a dado round the skirting, and 
when his generous offer was reported to 
the Town Council an animated discussion 
arose as to what a dado really was. 
After 
a number of conjectures had been hazarded, 
the Mayor suggested that it must be “ an 
ecclesiastical term ”—something between 
an alb and a reredos, probably.

W a s h in g t o n , October 14th.—There was a very 
large attendance this morning in the Criminal 
Court. In the star route cases, Kobert G. Ingersoll 
said he wa9 not willing to begin big argument, un­ 
less the whole matter could be finished in a day or 
two, and Cook, for the Government, said he was not 
ready, owing to the absence of counsel. The case 
was allowed to remain open for two weeks, the time 
for opening the argument to be fixed after that time. 
When it became known that the arraignment of 
Guiteau was actually going to take place, a very in­ 
tense feeling of curiosity and interest was mani­ 
fested. There was an unusual display of police 
force about the Courfc-room, although there were a 
large number of detectives not uniformed. 
At a quarter past 11 soldiers took seats at tl*. 
lawyers’ table, and immediately afterward the door 
of the witness’ room was opened and gave entrance 
to Marshal Henry aud two Deputy Marshals, having 
between them and hustling along the bowed and 
cowed figure of Guiteau, for whom they made way 
to the seat reserved for him beside his counsel. 
Then one of the guards unlocked his handcuffs, 
giving the prisoner the use of his hands. 
Guiteau seemed broken down in health and un­ 
cared for in person. His dark clothes were rusty 
and shabby, and his whole per¿on presented a mis­ 
erable, neglected appearance. 
After the excitement had subsided, District At­ 
torney Corkhill rose and addressed the Judge. He 
said : “ The Grand Jury of the District of Columbia 
has indicie J Charles J. Guiteau for the murder of 
James A. Garfield. The prisoner is in Court. 
I 
ask that he be arraigned and required to plead to 
the indictment.” 
The prisoner was ordered to stand up, and in a 
languid manner obeyed. 
The Clerk said : “ Is your name Charles J. Gui­ 
teau V 
The prisoner assented by a nod. 
The Clerk then proceeded to read the indictment. 
The prisoner stood with his head most of the time 
inclined to the right shoulder, his eyes half closed 
or wholly so, hands crossed as if still handcuffed, 
and a general air of sickly appearance. 
The reading occupied nearly half an hour, and 
during all that time Guiteau hardly once changed 
his attitude or bsaring, and barely opened his eyes.

His reputation as a statesman, 
legislator and executive, was acquired in this Capi­ 
tol. Beyond his claims to admiration and gratitude, 
he was personally beloved by all classes of citizens 
in a degree that rarely falls to the lot of any public 
man. 
Reflecting his own wishes, so far as they may 
be inferred from his career and his character, the 
measure designed is that of a national hospital, tD 
be located in the District of Columbia, to be known 
forever by his name, lt will be a piovision for the 
relief of human suffering, from the cup ot which 
he drank the bitterest dregs, and in the breadth 
of its human charity it will fitly perpetuate the 
nob'e nature and the exalted aims of the hero and 
martyr. The hospital is designed to be as wide in 
ita scope of beneficence as was the kindly heart of 
the dead President iu its outstretch of human sym­ 
pathies.

The city Republican primary, to nominate 
a candidate for Second Trustee and Street 
Commissioner, takes place this afternoon 
commencing at 12 H., and closing at 7 P. M.

The only candidates who have come regu­

By the action 
of the Central Committee last evening, all 
persons who have become of age since the 
hist Presidential election, and whose names 
are upon the written Great Register, and can 
comply with the test, will be allowed to vote 
to-day.

WHAT MIGHT KOT A BEETLE SEE? 


SCIENCE 
NO IES. 


A recent writer refers to the ailantas as 
one of the easiest trees to grow. 
It will 
take root in any place where the seed can 
find sufficient nourishment to sprout, and 
grow in places where no other tree can or 
will. 
Seeds have been known to lodge on 
th e granite caps of the windows of the As- 
tor House, New York, and grow to the 
hight of two feet before being destroyed. 
W hen large the trees are very difficult to 
eradicate from the soil, and unless every 
bit of oot is taken from the ground it will 
sprout agiin and form another tree. 
The 
term ailaotus means “ Tree of Heaven,” 
b n t it is difficult to see the applicability of 
the name, for when the tree is in blootu the 
odor is anything but heavenly. 
The stinging haira of the nettle possess 
glands at their bases which secrete the 
poison felt wb n a nettle Í3 touched. “ The 
slightest t uch breaks the point, and the 
poison fl uid, with which the hair is charged, 
a t one..- flows into the skin, and produces 
the characteristic pain and after effects.” 
When placed u.udtr a microscope the con­ 
tents oi t ie hair are seen in a constant slate1 
of motion. 
Waves of contraction 
roll 
along i’s whole length, and minor streams 
of minute granules hurry here and there 
through the substance of the interior. 
In addition to many other manufactures 
from vegetable substances, a leather is 
now being nna ie which is used for many 
purpose-. 
I: is made in webs fifty yards 
long and four and a half feet wide. 
The 
manner of making the substance is a secret, 
but India rubber enters largely into its 
composition. 
I t is used for book-bindiug 
and harness-making, and other purposes. 
I t can be made of any thickness, and is 
capable of being stretched and cemented. 
Tne Fish Commissioners of Maine have 
adopted a plan for marking young salmon, 
in order to obtain information in regard to 
their development and migration. 
Each 
fish has fastened to it a Tight metal tag 
w ith a number on it, and several hundred 
have been set free in the Penobscot river. 
"Whoever catches a marked salmon in any 
of the Maine rivers are requested to send 
either the fish or the label, together with 
All information in regard to the fish, to the 
State Commissioners. 
A species of tortoise found in the arid 
trs tes of San Bernardino county is said to 
po-sess on each side of the inner part ot 
t.u- shell a membrane containing about a 
pint of water. 
I t has been supposed that 
th e water is secreted by the animal from 
th e cactus plant, upon which it feeds. 
Species of tortoises from the Galapagoes 
Islands are Baid to have the same peculiar­ 
ity, and the water is sweet and pure. 
A new kind of celluloid is now made 
from peeled potatoes. 
These are treated 
for thirty-sir hours to a solution of eight 
parts of sulphuric acid and 100 parts of 
w ater, then dried between blotting paper 
jtud pressed. 
In France pipes made from 
th o material are said to be quite equal in 
appearance to meerschaum. 
Billiard bails 
can, by heavy pressure, be made from it. 
In a lecture delivered before the Royal 
Insiitution of Great Britain, Professor Ball 
e.i l that if the ideas of geologists in regard 
to the age of the earth were correct, and 
th at if 50,000,000 years was comparable 
w ith geologic time, then “ in all probability 
none of the stars now visible to the un­ 
aided eye can then have been visible from 
the earth.” 
I t is well known th at birds of different 
kinds, notably the ostrich, turkey and 
chicken, swaiiow stones to help digest 
their food. 
Recent researches show that 
seals swallow stones of one, two or three 
pounds weight, and one investigator, not 
long ago, found “ ten pounds of these 
bowldeis iu the stomach of a sea lion.” 
I t is said that the accumulation of soot 
in chimneys can be prevented by putting a 
quantity of salt into the mortar with 
which the inner course of bricks is laid. 
The salt in the exposed ^mortar attracts 
moisture, this dampens the soot, and causes 
it to fall into the fireplace. 


E l b e r o x ’s O w n e r .— Charles G. Franck- 
iyn, in whose cottage at Long Branch 
President Gartield died, is an Englishman 
about forty years old, and a cousin of Sir 
Beach Cuuard. He was until a few months 
ago the Cunard’s New York agent, and he 
is now President of a New York gas com­ 
pany ami of a sister mining company in 
U tah. 
Mrs. Fraacklyn is an American 
lady, the daughter of ex-Governor Hoyt, 
and they have a son of eleven and a daugh­ 
te r of nine years. 
The Francklyns have a 
princely mansion in New York, one of the 
old-fashioned Dutch houses in Washington 
Square just fitted up for their use, and the 
handsomest cottage at Eiberou, on the 
healthiest spot, perhaps, iu the United 
States. 
But as travelers the Francklyn 
family will remain unrivaled. 
W hen on 
the approach of winter they have to come 
to town and everybody believes them com­ 
fortably settled, with their twenty-three 
servants, elegant carriages and very superb 
horses, they charter a steam yacht, and off 
they are for Cuba to enjoy a tropical cli­ 
mate for a week or two. 
Back again, they 
give half a dozen balls, and a score of din­ 
ner parties, to everybody who is anybody, 
but before these hospitalities can be re­ 
turned they are gone to England, where 
Mr. Franckiyn, who is very enterprising, 
has no doubt some iron in the fire. 


Have you ever paused for a moment to 
consider how much man loses for want of 
th at microscopic eye upon whose absence 
Pope wag apparently inclined rather to 
eongratulate his fellow-beings than other­ 
wise ? 
W cat a wonderful world we should 
all live in if only we could see it as this 
little beetle here eees it, half buried, as he 
is, in a mighty forest of luxuriant tall 
green moss. 
Ju st fancy how grand and 
straight and majestic these slender sprays 
must look to him, with their waving, 
feathery branches spreading on every side, 
a thousand times more gracefully than the 
long boughs of the loveliest tropical palm 
trees on some wild Jamaican hillside. 
How quaint the tall capsules must appear 
to his syes—great yellow seed-ves3eis 
nearly ¡as big jas him-elf, with a conical, 
pink-edged hood, which pops off suddenly 
with a bang, and showers down rnonetrous 
nuts upon his head when he passes be­ 
neath. 
Gaze closeiy into the moss forest, 
as it grows here beside this smooth round 
stone where we are sitting, and imagine 
you can view it as a beetle views it. 
P at 
yourself in his place, and look up at it 
towering 300 feet above your head, while 
you vainly strive to lind your way among 
its matted underbrush and dense laby­ 
rinths of close-grown trunks. 
Then just 
look at tne mighty monsters th at people it. 
T hat little red spider, magnified to the size 
of a sheep, must be a gorgeous aud straage- 
looking creature indeed, with his vivid 
crimson body and his mailed and jointed 
legs. 
Yonder neighbor beetle, regarded as 
an elephant, would seem a terrible wild 
beast in all seriousness, with his solid coat 
of bronze-burnished armor, his huge hook- 
ringed antenna;, and his fearful branched 
horn, ten times more terrible than that of a 
furious rhinoceros charging madly tnrough 
the African juugie. 
W hy, i¡ you will only 
throw yourself nouestly into the situation, 
and realize that awful life aud death strug­ 
gle now going on between an ant ta I a 
May fly before our very eyes, you will see 
that Livingstone, ana Serpa Pinto, and 
Gordon Cumming are simplv nowhere be­ 
side you ; that even Jules Verne’s wildest 
story is comparatively tame and common­ 
place in the light of that marvelous minia­ 
ture forest.

D obltn, October 14th.—Parnell was ar­ 
rested at the Morrison’sjHotel, pievions to 
starting for the Kildare Convention. In­ 
spector Mallon called and sent up word to 
Parnell, who was still in bed, that he would 
like to see him. The hotel porter returned 
with word that he would be happy to see the 
Inspector as soon as he was dressed. Soon 
after he sent for Mallon, who with detective 
Sheridan, went up stairs. Parnell met them 
pleasantly, and asked, ‘ ‘ Do you intend to 
arrest me ?” “ Yes,” replied Mallon, hand­ 
ing him the warrant, Btill wet with Forster’s 
signature, for the Chief Secretary only re­ 
turned from London by the morning mail at 
8 o’clock. Parnell then glanced over the 
warrant, and said, “ All right.” He put on 
his hat and walked down stairs with the two 
policemen. 
A cab was waiting, and the 
three entered. 
“ Kilmainham prison,” cried 
Mallon to the driver, and they drove off. 
There were four other policemen in citizens’ 
clothes in another carriage. On arriving at 
Kilmainham, Parnell was at once assigned 
to a cell. Tnere was no demonstration, as no 
one knew of the arrest except the parties con­ 
cerned.

D u b lin , October 14th.—Morrison’s Hotel 
had been carefully watched from the time 
Parnell entered it last evening. The officer 
who made the arrest first saw Parnell in his 
bedroom.

We have always advocated paying as good 
wages as the nature of the business and the 
services rendered will justify, but there is 
neither sense nor justice in a lot of men 
taking advantage of such an emergency as 
this to extort higher pay for their services 
than they could get under ordinary circum 
stances.—[San Diego Union.
